In  publishing  the  following  Laws,  the  same  plan  has  been  adopted  that  was  prescribed  in  the 
Joint  Resolution  of  Congress  of  March  8,  1845,  authorizing  a  subscription  to  the  edition  of  all 
the  Laws  of  the  United  States  published  by  us.  A  close  examination  of  this  volume  will  dis- 
close some  apparent  errors  in  the  Laws  as  here  printed ;  but  as  we  procure  a  careful  collation 
with  the  records  at  Washington  by  an  experienced  reader  of  the  Department  of  State,  and 
scrupulously  follow  the  original,  any  seeming  errors  must  be  attributed  to  the  Rolls,  and  not 
to  us.  Where  anything  absolutely  necessary  to  the  sense  is  omitted  in  the  Rolls,  it  is  inserted 
in  the  text,  enclosed  in  brackets. 

We  intend  to  publish  annually,  and  as  soon  after  the  close  of  each  Session  of  Congren  as  is 
possible,  the  Acts  of  that  Session,  in  a  similar  form  and  with  a  similar  arrangement 

It  will  be  seen,  by  the  following  extracts  from  the  Act  of  Congress,  August  8, 1846,  and  the 
Joint  Resolutions  of  September  26,  1850,  and  March  81, 1866,  that  our  edition  has  been  sanc- 
tioned by  Congress,  and  is  the  Official  Edition.

Whereas  within  the  city  of  Saint  Louis,  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  there 
are  many  lots,  tracts,  pieces,  and  parcels  of  land  which  were  confirmed  by 
the  act  of  Gongre.«s  of  June  the  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve, 
on  the  ground  of  inhabitation,  passession,  or  cultivation  of  the  pame  prior 
to  December  the  twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  three,  and  in  some 
cases  there  is  no  adequate  documentary  evidence  of  said  confirmations ; 
and  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  the  ancient  witnesses,  who  knew  the 
facts  of  said  inhabitation,  possession,  or  cultivation,  the  owners  of  said 
lands,  in  said  cases  where  there  is  no  adequate  documentary  evidence  of 
said  confirmations,  are  without  complete  evidence  of  title  to  the  same,  as 
against  the  United  States ;  and  whereas  persons  holding  grants  and  con- 
firmations of  lands  in  said  city  of  Saint  Louis,  under  other  acts  of  Con-

And  in  case  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  annual  list,  or  any  other  list, 
which  may  have  been,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be,  delivered  to  any  col* 
lector,  is  imperfect  or  incomplete  in  consequence  of  the  omission  of  the 
names  of  any  persons  or  parties  liable  to  tax,  or  in  consequence  of  any 
omission,  or  understatement,  or  undervaluation,  or  false  or  fraudulent 
statement  contained  in  any  return  or  returns  made  by  any  persons  or 
parties  liable  to  tax,  the  said  assessor  may,  from  time  to  time,  or  at  any 
time  within  fifteen  months  from  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  or 
from  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  the  list  to  the  collector  as  aforesaid,  enter 
on  any  monthly  or  special  list  the  names  of  such  persons  or  parties  so 
omitted,  together  with  the  amount  of  tax  for  which  they  may  have  been 
or  shall  become  liable,  and  also  the  names  of  the  persons  or  parties  in  re- 
spect to  whose  returns,  as  aforesaid,  there  has  been  or  shall  be  any  omis- 
sion, undervaluation,  understatement,  or  false  or  fraudulent  statement, 
together  with  the  amounts  for  which  such  persons  or  parties  may  be 
liable,  over  and  above  the  amount  for  which  they  may  have  been,  or 
shall  be,  assessed  upon  any  return  or  returns  made  as  aforesaid,  and  shall 
certify  or  return  said  list  to  the  collector  as  required  by  law.  And  all 
provisions  of  law  for  the  ascertainment  of  liability  to  any  tax,  or  the  as* 
sessment  or  collection  thereof,  shall  be  held  to  apply,  as  far  as  may  be 
necessary  to  the  proceedings  herein  authorized  and  directed.  And 
wherever  the  word  ^  duty  "  is  used  in  this  act,  or  the  acts  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment,  it  shall  be  constructed  to  mean  ''tax,"  whenever  such 
construction  shall  be  necessary  in  order  to  effect  the  purposes  of  said 
acts.

comptroller  of  the  treasury,  and  they  shall  ascertain  that  the  money  is 
justly  and  equitably  due  under  contracts  made  and  executed  in  entire  good 
faith  and  for  necessary  supplies  actually  delivered  to  the  Indians  as  afore- 
said, at  reasonable  prices ;  and  for  this  purpose  the  comptroller  is  hereby 
authorized  to  take  testimony  and  state  the  amount  due  said  contractora 
upon  principles  of  equity ;  and  no  money  shall  be  paid  or  allowed  on  ac- 
count of  supplies  furnished  aflter  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Seo.  4  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  any  loyal  person,  a  citizbn  of 
the  United  States,  of  good  moral  diaracter,  shall  be  permitted  to  trade 
with  any  Indian  tribe  upon  giving  bond  to  the  United  States  in  the  penal 
sum  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  at 
least  two  good  securities,  to  be  approved  by  the  superintendent  of  the  dis- 
trict within  which  such  person  proposes  to  trade,  or  by  the  United  States 
district  judge  or  district  attorney  for  the  district  in  which  the  obligor  re- 
sides, renewable  each  year,  conditioned  that  such  person  will  faithfully 
observe  all  the  laws  and  regulations  made  for  the  government  of  trade 
and  intercourse  with  Indian  tribes,  and  in  no  respect  violate  the  same : 
Providedj  That  the  laws  now  in  force  regulating  trade  and  intercourse 
with  Indian  tribes,  afiecting  licensed  traders,  and  prescribing  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  Indian  affairs,  superintendents,  agentSy 
and  sub-agents  in  connection  therewith,  shall  be  continued  in  force  and 
apply  to  traders  under  this  provision,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.

of  the  State  of  Tennessee  was  seized  upon  and  taken  possession  of  by  per- 
sons in  hostility  to  the  United  States,  and  the  inhabitants  of  said  State  in 
pursuance  of  an  act  of  Congress  were  declared  to  be  in  a  state  of  insur- 
rection against  the  United  States ;  and  whereas  said  State  government 
can  only  be  restored  to  its  former  political  relations  in  the  Union  by  the 
consent  of  the  law-making  power  of  the  United  Sutes ;  and  whereas  the 
people  of  said  State  did,  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  February,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-five,  by  a  large  popular  vote,  adopt  and  ratify  a  con- 
stitution of  government  whereby  slavery  was  abolished,  and  all  ordinances 
and  laws  of  secession  and  debts  contracted  under  the  same  were  declared 
void ;  and  whereas  a  State  government  has  been  organized  under  said 
constitution  which  has  ratifi^  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  abolishing  slavery,  also  the  amendment  proposed  by  the

exceeding  ten  cents  a  passenger  for  any  distance  on  said  road.

them,  shall  have  a  deduction  of  one  month  in  each  year  made  from  the 
term  of  their  sentence,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  their  discharge  so  much 
the  sooner,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  warden  or  keeper  of  such  prison  or 
penitentiary,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.

Vessds^f'  War  and  Steam  Maddnery. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  investigate  the  claims  of  all  contrac- 
tors for  building  vessels-of-war  and  steam  machinery  for  the  same  under 
contracts  made  after  the  first  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
one,  and  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
four,  and  said  investigation  to  be  made  upon  the  following  basis :  He 
shall  ascertain  the  additional  cost  which  was  necessarily  incurred  by  each 
contractor  in  the  completion  of  his  work  by  reason  of  any  changes  or  al- 
terations in  the  plans  and  specifications  required,  and  delays  in  the  pros- 
ecution of  the  work  occasioned  by  the  government,  which  were  not  pro- 
vided for  in  the  original  contract ;  but  no  allowance  for  any  advance  in 
the  price  of  labor  or  material  shall  be  considered,  unless  such  advance 
occurred  during  the  prolonged  time  for  completing  the  work  rendered 
necessary  by  the  delay  resulting  from  the  action  of  the  government  afore- 
said, and  then  only  when  such  advance  could  not  have  been  avoided  by 
the  exercise  of  ordinary  prudence  and  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  con- 
tractor, and  from  such  additional  cost,  to  be  ascertained  as  aforesaid, 
there  shall  be  deducted  such  sum  as  may  have  been  paid  each  contractor 
for  any  reason  heretofore  over  and  above  the  contract  price,  and  shall 
report  to  Congress  a  tabular  statement  of  each  case,  which  shall  contain 
the  name  of  the  contractor,  a  description  of  the  work,  the  contract  price, 
the  whole  increased  cost  of  the  work  over  the  contract  price,  and  the 
amount  of  such  increased  cost  caused  by  the  delay  and  action  of  the 
government  as  aforesaid,  and  the  amount  already  paid  the  contractor 
over  and  above  the  contract  price :  Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  under  the  resolution,  shall  investigate  the  claim  of  W.  H.  Webb 
for  constructing  the  steamer  Dunderberg,  applying  the  provisions  of  this 
resolution  in  such  investigation,  except  that  proper  consideration  shall  be

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Houee  of  Bepreseniatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  auembledy  That  the  right  of  way  through 
the  public  lands  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  granted  to  the  Stockton  and 
Copperopolis  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  California,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  construction 
of  a  railroad  from  the  city  of  Stockton  to  the  town  of  Copperopolis,  in  the 
State  of  California,  by  the  most  feasible  route,  to  be  selected  by  said  com- 
pany ;  and  the  right  is  hereby  given  to  said  company  to  take  from  the 
public  lands  adjacent  to  the  line  of  said  road  material  for  the  construction 
thereof.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  Green  Adams,  Erastus 
Poulson,  Joseph  J.  Coombs,  Robert  Leech,  John  B.  Clark,  Jr.,  J.  P.  liez- 
nor,  Fergus  M.  Blair,  Robert  L.  Owen,  and  Joseph  W.  Parish,  and  others 
who  may  become  members,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  National  Capital  Insurance  Company,*' 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  insurance  at  the  city  of 
Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  elsewhere,  subject  to  the 
laws  of  the  several  States,  and  shall  and  may  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  and 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  either  in  law  or  equity,  in  this  district  or  else- 
where, subject  to  the  laws  of  the  States  as  aforesaid,  and  they  and  their 
successors  shall  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  the  same 
at  their  will  and  pleasure ;  and  may  also,  from  time  to  time,  at  any  meet^ 
ing  of  their  directors,  by  a  majority  of  votes  as  hereinafter  provided,  or- 
dain, establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules,  and 
regulations,  the  same  not  being  contrary  to  this  act  or  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  as  may  appear  to  them  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  man- 
agement of  said  corporation,  its  business  and  affairs,  and  may  from  time 
to  time  alter  or  repeal  the  same  or  any  of  them. 

Seo.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  company  shall  have 
power  to  make  insurance  upon  the  lives  and  health  of  persons,  and  against 
accidents  of  any  and  all  kinds ;  to  issue  tickets,  or  policies,  or  both,  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  determine ;  and  to  cause  themselves  to  be  insured, 
when  deemed  expedient,  against  risks  upon  which  they  may  have  made 
insurance.

dollars  and  thirty-four  cents,  in  full  for  all  claims  which  the  city  of 
Washington  now  has  against  the  United  States  on  account  of  moneys  ex- 
pended in  improving  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  public  grounds,  in  the 
city  of  Washington,  or  for  repairing  any  of  the  bridges  crossing  the  Poto- 
mac river,  prior  to  May  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four :  Provided, 
That  before  paying  the  sum  aforesaid  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton shall  present  to  the  commissioner  of  public  buildings  an  account  em- 
bracing each  item  of  charge  which  said  city  has  against  the  United  States 
for  expenditures  herein  referred  to,  which  account  the  said  commissioner 
shall  certify  to  be  correct  and  ^usii' Provided  further.

day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  hy  and  between  Calvin  H.  Hale,  Charles  Hutching,  and  S. 
D.  Howe,  Commissioners,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  Lawyer, 
Ute-sin-male-e^um,  Ha-harch-tuesta,  and  other  Chiefs  and  Hjsadmen  of 
the  Nez  Perce  tribe  of  Indians  on  the  part  of  said  Indians,  and  duly 
authorized  thereto  by  them,  which  Treaty  is  in  the  words  and  figures  fol- 
lowing, to  wit : 

Treaty  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Nez  Perci  Indians^ 
concluded  at  the  Council  Ground^  in  the  Valky  of  the  LapunUy  June 
ninth,  1863. 

Articles  of  agreement  made  and  concluded  at  the  Council  Ground,  in  the  Contnoting 
valley  of  the  Lapwai,  W.  T.,  on  Ihe  ninth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  P*^*** 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  between  the  United  States  of  America, 
by  C  H.  Hale,  superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  Charles  Hutchins 
and  S.  D.  Howe,  U.  S.  Indian  agent;>,  for  the  Territory  of  Washing- 
ton, acting  on  the  part  and  in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
Nez  Perc^  Indians,  by  the  chiefs,  headmen,  and  delegates  of  said  tribe, 
such  articles  being  supplementary  and  amendatory  to  the  treaty  made 
between  the  United  States  and  said  tribe  on  the  11th  day  of  June,  1855. 

Article  L    The  said  Nez  Perc^  tribe  agree  to  relinquish,  and  do     Cession  of 
hereby  relinquish,  to  the  United  States  the  lands  heretofore  reserved  for  unuid^Statos. 
the  use  and  occupation  of  the  said  tribe,  saving  and  excepting  so  much 
thereof  as  is  described  in  article  II.  for  a  new  reservation. 

Article  II.  The  United  States  agree  to  reserve  for  a  home,  and  for  Reservatioo. 
the  sole  use  and  occupation  of  said  tribe,  the  tract  of  land  included  with- 
in the  following  boundaries,  to  wit :  Commencing  at  the  N.E.  corner  of  Bonndmries.

superintendent  and  agent ;  and  the  said  tribe  agrees  that  so  soon  af^er 
the  United  States  shall  make  the  necessary  provision  for  fulfilling  the 
stipulations  of  this  instrument  as  they  can  conveniently  arrange  their 
affairs,  and  not  to  exceed  one  year  from  its  ratification,  they  will  vacate 
the  country  hereby  relinquished,  and  remove  to  and  settle  upon  the  lands 
herein  reserved  for  them,  (except  as  may  be  hereinafter  provided.)     In 
the  mean  time  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  reside  upon  any  ground  now 
occupied  or  under  cultivation   by  said  Indians  at  this  time,  and   not 
included  in  the  reservation  above  named.     And  it  is  provided,  that  any 
Improveraent   substantial  improvement  heretofore  made  by  any  Indian,  such  as  fields 
to b^'^^^d^f^r^*   enclosed  and  cultivated,  or  bouses  erected  upon  the  lands  hereby  relin- 
e  pai    or,     ^^jg^g^j^  j^^^  which  he  may  be  compelled  to  abandon  in  consequence  of 
this  treaty,  shall  be  valued  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  payment  therefor  shall  be  made  in  stock  or  in  im- 
provements of  an  equal  value  for  said  Indian  upon  the  lot  which  may  be 
assigned  to  him  within  the  bounds  of  the  reservation,  as  he  may  choose, 
and  no  Indian  will  be  required  to  abandon  the  improvements  aforesaid, 
now  occupied  by  him,  until  said  payment  or  improvement  shall  have  been 
made.     And  it  is  further  provided,  that  if  any  Indian  living  on  any  of 
the  land  hereby  relinquished  should  prefer  to  sell  his  improvements  to 
may  be  sold  to  any  white  man,  being  a  loyal  citizen  of  the  United  States,  prior  to  the 
loyal  whites.       ^^^^  being  valued  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  allowed  so  to  do,  but  the  sale 
or  transfer  of  said  improvements  shall  be  made  in  the  presence  of,  and 
with  the  consent  and  approval  of,  the  agent  or  superintendent,  by  whom 
a  certificate  of  sale  shall  be  bsued  to  the  party  purchasing,  which  shall 
Certificates  of  set  forth  the  amount  of  the  consideration  in  kind.     Before  the  issue  of 
■■l^*  said  certificate,  the  agent  or  superintendent  shall  be  satisfied  that  a  valu- 

able consideration  is  paid,  and  that  the  party  purchasing  is  of  undoubted 
loyalty  to  the  United  States  government.     No  settlement  or  claim  made 
upon   the   improved  lands  of  any  Indian  will  be  permitted,  except  as 
herein  provided,  prior  to  the  time  specified  for  their  removal.     Any  sale 
or  transfer  thus  made  shall  be  in  the  stead  of  payment  for  improvements 
from  the  United  States. 
Boandary  lines      ARTICLE  III.     The  President  shall,  immediately  after  the  ratification 
to  J®  marked*     ^f  ^j^jg  treaty,  cause  the  boundary  lines  to  be  surveyed,  and  properly 
yeyed  into  lots,    marked  and  established  ;  after  which,  so  much  of  the  lands  hereby  re- 
served as  may  be  suitable  for  cultivation  shall  be  surveyed  into  lots  of 
twenty  acres  each,  and  every  male  person  of  the  tribe  who  shall  have 
Heads  of  faxni-  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or  is  the  head  of  a  family,  shall 
on*!^*^  locate    j^^^^.^  ^y^^  privilege  of  locating  upon  one  lot  as  a  permanent  home  for  such 
person,  and  the  lands  so  surveyed  shall  be  allotted  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  President  shall  prescribe,  having  such  reference  to 
their  settlement  as  may  secure  adjoining  each  other  the  location  of  the 
different  families  pertaining  to  each  band,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  prac- 
ticable.    Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  President, 
or  under  his  direction,  as  will  insure  to  the  family,  in  case  of  the  death  of 
the  head  thereof,  the  possession  and  enjoyment  of  such  permanent  home. 
Certificates      m^d  the  improvements  thereon.     When  the  assignments  as  above  shall 
therefor.  ha,ve  been  completed,  certificates  shall  be  issued  by  the  dommissioner  of 

Indian  Affairs,  or  under  his  direction,  for  the  tracts  assigned  in  severalty, 
specifying  the  names  of  the  individuals  to  whom  they  have  been  assigned 
respectively,  and  that  said  tracts  are  set  apart  for  the  perpetual  and  e^du- 
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give  use  and  benefit  of  Buch  assignees  and  their  heii-s.    Until  otherwise     Thasa  lots  to 

provided  by  law,  such  tracts  shall  be  exempt  from  levy,  taxation,  or  sale,  tovy*tS€i,'&? 

and  shall  be  alienable  in  fee,  or  leased,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  only  to  the       ' 

United  States,  or  to  pei'sons  then  being  members  of  the  Nez  Perc^  tribe, 

and  of  Indian  blood,  with  the  permission  of  the  President,  and  under  such 

regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 

Affairs  shall  prescribe ;  and  if  any  such  person  or  family  shall  at  any 

time  neglect  or  refuse  to  occupy  and  till  a  portion  of  the  land  so  assigned, 

and  on  which  they  have  located,  or  shall  rove  from  place  to  place,  the 

President  may  cancel  the  assignment,  and  may  also  withhold  from  such 

person  or  family  their  proportion   of  the  annuities  or  other  payments 

due  them  until  they  shall  have  returned  to  such  permanent  home,  and 

resumed  the  pursuits  of  industry ;  and  in  default  of  their  return,  the 

tract  may  be  declared  abandoned,  and  thereafter  assigned  to  some  other 

person  or  family  of  such  tribe.     The  residue  of  the  land  hereby  reserved     Reftidne  to  he 

shall  be  held  in  common  for  pasturage  for  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  ^^^  ^  common. 

Indians:  Provided^  however^  That  from  time   to  time,   as  members  of 

the  tribe  may  come  upon  the  reservation,   or  may  become  of  proper 

age,  ailer  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  one  year  after  the  ratification 

of  this  treaty,  as  aforesaid,  and  claim  the  privileges  granted  under  this 

article,  lots  may  be  assigned  from  the  lands  thus  held  in  common,  where- 

ever  the  same  may  be  suitable  for  cultivation.     No  State  or  territorial     Bestrietioo 

legislature  shall  remove  the  restriction  herein  provided  for,  without  the  movwl^without 

consent  of  Congress,  and  no  State  or  territorial  law  to  that  end  shall  be  tbo  consent  of 

deemed  valid  until  the  same  has  been  specially  submitted  to  Congress  for  Oongrast.

Abtiglb  IV.     In  consideration  of  the  relinquishment  herein  made  the     Payments  to 
United  States  agree  to  pay  to  the  said  tribe,  in  addition  to  the  annuities   y(^':^i'  p.  oss. 
provided  by  the  treaty  of  June  11th,  1855,  and  the  goods  and  provisions 
distributed  to  them  at  the  time  of  signing  Uiis  treaty,  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two  thousand  and  ^ve  hundred  dollars,  in  manner  follow- 
ing, to  wit : 

First.  One  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  enable  the  Indians  to 
remove  and  locate  upon  the  reservation,  to  be  expended  in  the  ploughing 
of  land,  and  the  fencing  of  the  several  lots,  which  may  be  assigned  to 
those  individual  members  of  the  tribe  who  will  accept  the  same  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  article,  which  said  sum  shall 
be  divided  into  four  annual  instalments,  as  follows:  For  the  first  year 
after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  seventy  thousand  dollars ;  for  the  sec- 
ond year,  forty  thousand  dollars ;  for  the  third  year,  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars ;  and  for  the  fourth  year,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

Second.  Fifty  thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  the  first  year  after  the  rati- 
fication of  this  treaty  in  agricultural  implements,  to  include  wagons  or 
carts,  harness,  and  cattle,  sheep,  or  other  stock,  as  may  be  deemed  most 
beneficial  by  the  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs,  or  agent,  after  ascer- 
taining the  wishes  of  the  Indians  in  relation  thereto. 

Third.  Ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  saw  and  flouring 
mill,  to  be  located  at  Kamia,  the  same  to  be  erected  within  one  year  after 
the  ratification  hereof. 

Fourth.  Fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  boarding  and  clothing  of  the 
children  who  shall  attend  the  schools,  in  accordance  with  such  rules  or 
regulations  as  tlie  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  may  prescribe,  pro- 
viding the  schools  and  boarding-houses  with  necessary  furniture,  the 
purchase  of  necessary  wagons,  teams,  agricultural  implements,  tools,  Ac, 
for  their  use,  and  for  the  fencing  of  such  lands  as  may  be  needed  for  gar- 
dening and  farming  purposes,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  schools,  to  be 
expended  as  follows :  The  first  year  after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty, 
six  thousand  dollars ;  for  the  next  fourteen  years,  three  thousand  dollars 
each  year ;  and  for  the  succeeding  year,  being  the  sixteenth  and  last 

instalment,  two  thousand  dollars. 
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Fifth.  A  further  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  shall  bo 
paid  within  one  year  after  the  ratification  hereof,  to  enable  the  Indiana 
to  build  two  churches,  one  of  which  Is  to  be  located  at  some  suitable 
point  on  the  Kamia,  and  the  other  on  the  Lapwai. 

Article  Y.  The  United  States  further  agree,  that  in  addition  to  a 
head  chief  the  tribe  shall  elect  two  subordinate  chiefs,  wlio  shall  assist 
xil-  P«  •«••  iijni  in  i\^Q  performance  of  his  public  services,  and  each  subordinate  chief 
shall  have  the  same  amount  of  land  ploughed  and  fenced,  with  comforta* 
ble  house  and  necessary  furniture,  and  to  whom  the  same  salary  shall  be 
paid  as  is  already  provided  for  the  head  chief  in  art  5th  of  the  treaty 
of  June  11th,  1855,  the  salary  to  be  paid  and  the  houses  and  land  to 
be  occupied  during  the  same  period  and  under  like  restrictions  as  therein 
mentioned. 

And  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  agent  to  erect  said  buildings,  and 
to  plough  and  fence  the  land,  as  well  as  to  procure  the  necessary  furni- 
ture, and  to  complete  and  furnish  the  house,  &c.,  of  the  head  chief,  as 
heretofore  provided,  there  shall  be  appropriated,  to  be  expended  within 
the  first  year  after  the  ratification  hereof,  the  snm  of  two  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

And  inasmuch  as  several  of  the  provisions  of  said  art.  5th  of  the 
treaty  of  June  11th,  1855,  pertaining  to  the  erection  of  school-houses, 
hospital,  shops,  necessary  buildings  for  employe[e]a  and  for  the  agency, 
as  well  as  providing  the  same  with  necessary  furniture,  tools,  &c.,  have 
not  yet  been  complied  with,  it  is  hereby  stipulated  that  there  shall  be 
appropriated,  to  be  expended  for  the  purposes  herein  specified  during  the 
first  year  after  the  ratification  hereof,  the  following  sums,  to  wit : 

First  Ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of  the  two  schools,  includ- 
ing boarding-houses  and  the  necessary  outbuildings ;  said  schools  to  be 
conducted  on  the  manual-labor  system  as  far  as  practicable. 

Second.  Twelve  hundred  dollars  for  the  erection  of  the  hospital,  and 
providing  the  necessary  furniture  for  the  same. 

Third.  Two  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  blacksmith's  shop,  to 
be  located  at  Kamia,  to  aid  in  the  completion  of  the  smith's  shop  at  the 
agency,  and  to  purchase  the  necessary  tools,  iron,  steel,  &c. ;  and  to  keep 
the  same  in  repair  and  properly  stocked  with  necessary  tools  and  mate- 
rials, there  shall  be  appropriated  thereafter,  for  the  fifteen  years  next  suc- 
ceeding, the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  each  year. 

Fourth.  Three  thousand  dollars  for  erection  of  houses  for  emp1oye[e]8, 
repairs  of  mills,  shops,  &c.,  and  providing  necessary  furniture,  tools,  and 
materials.  For  the  same  purpose,  and  to  procure  from  year  to  year  the 
necessary  articles  —  that  is  to  say,  saw-logs,  nails,  glass,  hardware,  &c.  — 
there  shall  be  appropriated  thereafter,  for  the  twelve  years  next  succeed- 
ing, the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  each  year ;  and  for  the  next  three 
years,  one  thousand  dollars  each  year. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the  United  States  shall  employ,  in  addi- 
tion to  those  already  mentioned  in  art  5th  of  the  treaty  of  June  11th, 
1855,  two  matrons  to  take  charge  of  the  boarding-schools,  two  assistant 
teachers,  one  farmer,  one  carpenter,  and  two  millers. 

All  the  expenditures  and  expenses  contemplated  in  this  treaty,  and  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  United  States. 

Article  VI.  In  consideration  of  the  past  services  and  faithfulness  of 
the  Indian  chief,  Timothy,  it  is  agreed  that  the  United  States  shall  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars,  to  aid  him  in  the  erection  of  a 
house  upon  the  lot  of  land  which  may  be  assigned  to  him,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  third  article  of  this  treaty. 

Article  VIL  The  United  States  further  agree,  that  the  claims  of  cer- 
tfidn  members  of  the  Nez  Perc^  tribe  against  the  government  for  services 
rendered  and  for  horses  furnished  by  them  to  the  Oregon  mounted  volun- 
teers, as  appears  by  certificates  issued  by  W.  H.  Fauntleroy,  A.  B.  Qr. 
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IL  and  Com.  Oregon  yolonteerSi  on  the  6th  of  March,  1856,  at  Oamp 
Cornelius,  and  amoanting  to  the  sum  of  foor  thousand  six  hundred  and 
sixty-five  dolkurs,  shall  be  paid  to  them  in  full,  in  gold  coin. 

Abticlb  YIII.    It  is  also  understood  that  the  uoresaid  tribe  do  hereby    Aathoritj,&o., 
renew  their  acknowledgments  of  dependence  upon  the  government  of  the  o^^  ^^^  u 
United  States,  their  promises  of  friendship,  and  other  pledges,  as  set  forth  edged.  "^     ^ 
in  the  eighth  article  of  the  treaty  of  June  lltb,  1855 ;  and  further,  that    vol.xlL  p.  seo. 
all  the  provisions  of  said  treaty  which  are  not  abrogated  or  specifically 
chadged  by  any  article  herein  contained,  shall  remain  the  same  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes  as  formerly,  —  the  same  obligations  resting  upon  the 
United  States,  the  same  privileges  continued  to  the  Indians  outside  of  the 
reservation,  and  the  same  rights  secured  to  dtizens  of  the  U.  S.  as  to 
right  of  way  upon  the  streams  and  over  the  roads  which  may  run  through 
said  reservation,  as  are  therein  set  forth. 

But  it  is  further  provided,  that  the  United  States  is  the  only  competent  Roadt  sad 
authority  to  declare  and  establish  such  necessary  roads  and  highways,  and  ^S^^"^7** 
that  no  other  right  is  intended  to  be  hereby  granted  tp  citizens  of  the 
United  States  tbin  the  right  of  way  upon  or  over  such  roads  as  may 
thus  be  legally  established:  Provided^  howevety  That  the  roads  now 
usually  travelled  shall,  in  the  mean  time,  be  taken  and  deemed  as 
within  the  meaning  of  this  article,  until  otherwise  enacted  by  act  of  Con- 
gress, or  by  the  authority  of  the  Indian  department. 

And  the  siud  tribe  hereby  consent,  that  upon  the  public  roads  which  Hotels  ud 
may  run  across  the  reservation  there  may  be  established,  at  such  points  *^^^  stands, 
as  shall  be  necessary  for  public  convenience,  hotels  or  stage  stands,  of  the 
number  and  necessity  of  which  the  agent  or  superintendent  shall  be  the 
sole  judge,  who  shall  be  competent  to  license  the  same,  with  the  privilege 
of  using  such  amount  of  land  for  pasturage  and  other  purposes  connected 
with  such  establishment  as  the  agent  or  superintendent  shall  deem  neces- 
sary, it  being  understood  that  such  lands  for  pasturage  are  to  be  enclosed, 
and  the  boundaries  thereof  described  in  the  license. 

And  it  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  all  ferries  and  bridges     Ferries  sad 
within  the  reservation  shall  be  held  and  managed  for  the  benefit  of  said  ^ri(>S^ 
tribe. 

Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  made  by  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
dian Affairs,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  as  shall 
regulate  the  travel  on  the  highways,  the  management  of  the  ferries  and 
bridges,  the  licensing  of  public  houses,  and  the  leasing  of  lands,  as  herein 
provided,  so  that  the  rents,  profits,  and  issues  thereof  shall  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  said  tribe,  and  so  that  th^  persons  thus  licensed,  or  necessarily 
employed  in  any  of  the  above  relations,  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  Indian  department,  and  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  ^  to 
regulate  trade  and  intercourse  with  the  Indian  tribes,  and  to  preserve 
peace  on  the  frontiers." 

All  timber  within  the  bounds  of  the  reservation  is  exclusively  the  prop-     Timber, 
erty  of  the  tribe,  excepting  that  the  U.  S.  government  shall  be  permitted 
to  use  thereof  for  any  purpose  connected  with  its  affairs,  either  in  carry- 
ing out  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  treaty,  or  in  the  maintaining  of  its 
necessary  forts  or  garrisons. 

Tho  United  States  also  agree  to  reserve  all  springs  or  fountains  not  Springs  or 
adjacent  to,  or  directly  connected  with,  the  streams  or  rivers  within  the  fountains. 
lands  hereby  relinquished,  and  to  keep  back  from  settlement  or  entry  so 
much  of  the  surrounding  land  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  said 
springs  or  fountains  being  enclosed;  and,  further,  to  preserve  a  perpetual 
right  of  way  to  and  from  the  same,  as  watering  places,  for  the  use  in  com- 
mon of  both  whites  and  Indians. 

Artiols  IX.  Inasmuch  as  the  Indians  in  council  haye  expressed  Robert  Newell 
their  desire  that  Robert  Newell  should  have  confirmed  to  him  a  piece  of  MtoDTfor  a  tnot 
land  lying  between  Snake  and  Clearwater  rivers^  the  same  having  been  of  imnd.

tribe,  it  is  hereby  agreed  that  the  said  Robert  Newell  shall  receive  from 
the  United  States  a  patent  for  the  said  tract  of  land. 

Articlb  X.  This  treaty  shall  be  obligatory  upon  the  contracting  par- 
ties as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  ratified  by  the  President  and  Senate  of 
the  United  States. 


Execution.  In  testimony  whereof  the  said  CX  H.  Hale,  superintendent  of  Indian 

affairs,  and  Charles  Hutchins  and  S.  D.  Howe,  United  States  Indian 
agents  in  the  Territory  of  Washington,  and  the  chiefs,  headmen,  and 
delegates  of  the  aforesaid  Nez  Perc^  tribe  of  Indians,  have  hereunto  set 
their  hands  and  seals  at  the  place  and  on  the  day  and  year  hereinbefore 
written.

And  whereas,  the  said  Treaty  having  been  submitted  to  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States  for  its  constitutional  action  thereon,  the  Senate  did,  on 
the  seventeenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven, 
recede  from  certain  amendments  which  it  had  made  to  the  said  Treaty 
on  the  twenty-sizth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
six,  and  did  advise  and  consent  to  the  ratification  of  the  said  Treaty  as 
originally  concluded,  by  a  resolution  in  the  words  and  figures  following, 
to  wit:

Whereas  a  Conyention  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Pw^aW^ 
Empire  of  Japan,  for  the  reduction  of  import  duties,  was  concluded  and 
sio^ned  by  their  respective  plenipotentiarie:*,  at  Yedo,  on  the  twenty-eighth 
day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty*four,  which  Convention  being 
in  the  English,  Japanese,  and  Dutch  languages,  is  word  for  word  as 
follows :  — 

CONVENTION.    . 

For  the  purpose  of  encouraging  and  facilitating  the  commerce  of  the  citizens     Gootnoting 
of  the  United  States  in  Japan ;  and  afler  due  deliberation,  his  excellency  P*^'^ 
Robert  H.  Pruyn,  minister  resident  of  the  United  States  in  Japan,  and 
his  excellency  Sibata  Sadataro,  governor  for  foreign  affairs,  both  hav- 
ing full  powers  from  their  respective  governments,  have  agreed  on  the

tin  plates ;  white  sugar,  in  loaves  or  crushed ;  glass  and  glassware ;  clocks, 
watches,  and  watch-chains ;  wines,  malted  and  spirituous  liquors.

This  Convention  having  been  agreed  upon  a  year  ago,  When  this 
and  its  signature  delayed  through  unavoidable  circifmstance?,  it  is  hereby  conveDtlontakM 
agreed  that  the  same  shall  go  into  effect  at  Kanagawa  on  the  8th  of  Feb- 
ruary next,  corresponding  to  the  first  day  of  the  first  month  of  the  fourth 
Japanese  year  of  Bunkin  Ne,  and  at  Nagasaki  and  Hakodate  on  the  9th 
day  of  March  next,  corresponding  to  the  first  day  of  the  second  month  of 
the  fourth  Japanese  year  of  Bunkin  Ne. 

Done  in  quadruplicate,  each  copy  being  written  in  the  English,  Japa- 
nese, and  Dutch  languages,  all  the  versions  having  the  same  meaning,  but 
the  Dutch  version  shall  be  considered  as  the  original.

Whebbas  a  treaty  was  made  and  oondaded  at  Isabella,  in  the  State  Pnamblib 
of  Michigan,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four,  by  and  between  H.  J.  Alvord 
and  D.  G.  Leach,  Commissioners,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  S*

headmen  of  the  Chippewa  Indians  of  Saginaw,  Swan  Creek,  and  Black 
River,  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  representing  said  Indians,  and  duly 
authorized  thereto  by  them,  which  treaty  is  in  the  words  and  figures  fol- 
lowing, to  wit:

Isabella  Indian  reservation,  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  on  the  eighteenth  P**^^ 
day  of  October,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four, 
between  H.  J.  Alvord,  special  Commissioner  for  the  United  States,  and 
D.  C.  Leach,  United  States  Indian  agent,  acting  as  Commissioners  for 
and  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Chippewas  of  Saginaw, 
Swan  Creek,  and  Blade  River,  in  the  State  of  Midiigan  aforesaid,  par- 
ties to  the  Treaty  of  August  2d,  1856,  as  follows,  viz :—  VoL  xi.  p.  est.

After  a  reasonable  time  shall  have  been  given  for  the  parties  aforesaid 
to  make  their  selections  in  lieu  of  thQse  relinquished,  the  other  persons 
entitled  thereto  may  then  proceed  to  noake  their  selections,  in  quantities 
as  follows,  viz  :  — 

For  each  chief  of  said  Indians  who  signs  this  treaty-,  eighty  acrea  in 
addition  to  their  selections  already  made,  and  to  patents  in  fee  simple. 

For  one  headman  in  each  band  into  which  said  Indians  are  now  di- 
vided, forty  acre.4,  and  to  patents  in  fee  simple. 

For  each  person  being  the  head  of  a  family,  eighty  acres. 

For  each  single  person  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  forty  acres. 

For  each  orphan  child  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  forty  acres. 

For  each  married  female  who  has  not  heretofore  made  a  selection  of 
land,  forty  acres. 

And  for  each  other  person  now  living  or  who  may  be  bom  hereaflery 
when  he  or  she  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  forty 
acres,  so  long  as  any  of  the  lands  in  said  reserve  shall  remam  nnselected, 
and  no  longer. 

In  consideration  of  important  services  rendered  to  said  Indians  during 
many  years  past  by  William  Smith,  John  Collins  1st,  Andrew  J.  Cam- 
peau,  and  Thomas  Chatfield,  it  is  hereby  agreed  that  they  shall  each  be 
allowed  to  select  eighty  acres  in  addition  to  their  previous  selections,  and 
receive  patents  therefor  in  fee  simple ;  and  to  Charles  H.  Rodd,  eighty 
acres  and  a  patent  therefor  in  fee  simple,  to  be  received  by  said  Rodd  as 
a  full  consideration  and  payment  of  all  claims  he  nuty  have  against  said 
Indians,  except  claims  against  individuals  for  services  rendered  or  money 
expended  heretofore  by  said  Bodd  for  the  benefit  of  said  Indians. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  those  Ottawas  and  Chippewas  and 
Pottawatomies  now  belonging  to  the  bands  of  whidi  Metayomeig,  May- 
me-she-ga\v-day,  Keche-kebe-me-mo-say,  and  Waw-be-maw-ing-gun  are 
chiefs,  who  have  heretofore  made  selections  upon  said  reservations,  by 
permission  of  said  Chippewas  of  Saginaw,  Swan  Creek,  and  Black  River, 
who  now  reside  upon  said  reservation  in  Isabella  county,  or  who  may  re- 
move to  said  reservation  within  one  year  after  the  ratification  of  this 
treaty,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  privileges  to  select  and 
hold  land  as  are  contained  in  the  third  artide  of  this  agreement 

So  soon  as  practicable  after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  the  agent  for 
the  said  Indians  shall  make  out  a  list  of  all  those  persons  who  have  here- 
tofore made  selections  of  lands  under  the  treaty  of  August  2d,  1855, 
aforesaid,  and  of  those  who  may  be  entitled  to  selections  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  treaty,  and  he  shall  divide  the  persons  enumerated  in  said 
list  into  two  cla.<ses,  viz :  *^  competent "  and  *^  those  not  so  competent" 

Those  who  are  intelligent,  and  have  sufficient  education,  and  are  quali- 
fied by  business  habits  to  prudently  manage  their  a&irs,  shall  be  set 
down  as  ^'  competent^,"  and  those  who  are  uneducated,  or  unqualified  in 
other  respects  to  prudently  manage  their  affairs,  or  who  are  of  idle,  wan- 
dering, or  dissolute  habits,  and  all  orphans,  shall  be  set  down  as  ^  those 
not  so  competent" 

The  United  States  agrees  to  issue  patents  to  all  persons  entitled  to  se- 
lections under  this  treaty,  as  follows,  viz :  To  those  belonging  to  the  class 
denominated  "*  competents,"  patents  shall  be  issued  in  fee  simple,  but  to 
those  belonging  to  the  class  of  **  those  not  so  competent,"  the  patent  shall 
contain  a  provision  that  the  land  shall  never  be  sold  or  alienated  to  any 
person  or  persons  whomsoever,  without  the  consent  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  for  the  time  being. 

Article  IV.  The  United  States  agrees  to  expend  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  manual-labor 
school  upon  said  reservation :  Provided,  That  the  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  shall,  within  three  years  after  the  ratifi- 
cation of  this  treaty,  at  its  own  expense,  erect  suitable  buildings  for  school 
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and  boarding-house  purposes,  of  a  value  of  not  less  than  three  thousand 
dollars,  upon  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  nine,  township  fourteen 
north,  of  range  four  west,  which  is  hereby  set  apart  for  that  purpose.

be  placed  to  the  credit  of  their  agricultural  fund,  to  be  expended  for  their 
benefit  in  sustaining  their  blacksmith  shop,  in  stock,  animals,  agricultural 
implements,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
may  deem  advisable. 

Article  VL    The  commissioner  of  Indian  affairs  may,  at  the  request  of    Mill  and  land

City,  on  said  reservation,  and  apply  the  proceeds  thereof  for  such  benefici- 
ary objects  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  a  Convention  between  the  Empire  of  Japan  and  the  govern-  PraamU*. 
ments  of  the  United  States,  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Holland,  providing 
for  the  payment  to  said  governments  of  the  sum  of  three  million  doUars 
($3,000,000)  for  indemnities  and  expenses,  was  concluded  and  signed  by 
their  respective  plenipotentiaries  on  the  twentj-second  day  of  October, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  which  Convention,  being  in  the  English* 
Dutch,  and  Japanese  languages,  is  word  for  word  as  follows :  — 

CONVENTION. 

The  representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America,  Great  Britain, 
France,  and  the  Netherlands,  in  view  of  the  hostile  acts  of  Mori  Daizen, 
prince  of  Nagato  and  Suwo,  which  were  assuming  such  formidable  pro- 
portions as  to  make  it  difficult  for  the  Tycoon  faithfully  to  observe  the 
treaties,  having  been  obliged  to  send  their  combined  forces  to  the  Straits 
of  Simonoseki  in  order  to  destroy  the  batteries  erected  by  that  daimio  for 
the  destruction  of  foreign  vessels  and  the  stoppage  of  trade;  and  the 
government  of  the  Tycoon,  on  whom  devolved  the  duty  of  chastising  this     Amoant  of 
rebellious  prince,  being  held  responsible  for  any  damage  resulting  to  the  damans  to  b« 
interests  of  treaty  powers,  as  well  as  the  expenses  occasioned  by  the  StSfty  Mweni. 
expedition : 

The  undersigned,  representatives  of  treaty  powers,  and  Sakai  Hida  no 
Kami,  a  member  of  his  second  council,  invested  with  plenipotentiary 
powers  by  the  Tycoon  of  Japan,  animated  with  the  desire  to  put  an  end 
o  all  reclamations  concerning  the  acts  of  aggression  and  hostility  com- 
mitted by  the  said  Mori  Daizen  since  the  first  of  these  acts,  in  June,  1868, 
against  the  flags  of  divers  treaty  powers,  and  at  the  same  time  to  regulate 
definitively  the  question  of  indemnities  of  war,  of  whatever  kind,  in  re- 
spect to  the  allied  expedition  to  Simonoseki,  have  agreed  and  determined 
upon  the  four  articles  following :  — 

I.  The  amount  payable  to  the  four  powers  is  fixed  at  three  millions  of     An  claims  ib- 
dollars.    This  sum  to  include  all  claims,  of  whatever  nature,  for  past  ag-  eluded, 
gressions  on  the  part  of  Nagato,  whether  indemnities,  ransom  for  Simono- 
seki, or  expenses  entailed  by  the  operations  of  the  allied  squadrons. 

II.  The  whole  sum  to  be  payable  quarterly,  in  instalments  of  one  sixth,     Instalments, 
or  half  a  million  dollars,  to  begin  from  the  date  when  the  representa-  'P^  ^^•°  P*y" 
tives  of  said  powers  shall  make  known  to  the  Tycoon's  government  the 
ratification  of  this  Convention  and  the  instructions  of  their  respective 
governments. 

III.  Inasmuch  as  the  receipt  of  money  has  never  been  the  object  of  the     Opening  of  a 
said  powers,  but  the  establishment  of  better  relations  with  Japan,  and  the  P<"^  1"  ^«  In- 
desire  to  place  these  on  a  more  satisfactory  and  mutually  advantageous  M^eptodTiTIira 
footing  is  still  the  leading  object  in  view  ;  therefore,  if  bis  Majesty  the  of  payment  of 
Tycoon  wishes  to  offer,  in  lieu  of  payment  of  the  sum  claimed,  and  as  a  ^^^^^J- 
material  compensation  for  loss  and  injury  sustained,  the  opening  of  Simo- 
noseki, or  some  other  eligible  port  in  the  Inland  sea,  it  shall  be  at  the 
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optioD  of  the  said  foreign  goyernmenta  to  accept  the  same,  or  insist  on  the 
payment  of  the  indemnity  in  money,  under  the  conditions  above  stipolated. 
IV.  This  Convention  to  be  formally  ratified  by  the  Tycoon's  government 
within  fifteen  days  from  the  date  thereof. 

In  token  of  which,  the  respective  plenipotentiaries  have  signed  and 
sealed  this  Convention,  in  quintuplicate,  with  English,  Dutch,  and  Japanese 
versions,  whereof  the  English  shall  be  considered  the  original.

Whereas  a  Treaty  was  made  and  concluded  at  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton, in  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  the  eighth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  PrMmhl«* 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  .eight  hundred  and  sixty-five,  by  and  between 
William  P.  Dole,  Clark  W.  Thompson,  and  St.  A.  D.  Balcombe,  Com-

Tribe  of  Indians,  by  their  chiefs  Little  Hill,  Little  Decoria,  Whirling 
Thunder,  Young  Prophet,  Good  Thunder,  and  White  Breast,  on  the 
8th  day  of  March,  1865. 


Article  I.  The  Winnebago  tribe  of  Indians  hereby  cede,  sell,  and 
convey  to  the  United  States  all  their  right,  title,  and  interest  in  and  to 
their  present  reservation  in  the  Territory  of  Dakota,  at  Usher's  Landing, 
on  the  Missouri  river,  the  metes  and  bounds  whereof  being  on  file  in  the 
Indian  Department 

Article  II.  In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  cession,  and  the  valu- 
able improvements  thereon,  the  United  States  agree  to  set  apart  for  the 
occupation  and  future  home  of  the  Winnebago  Indians,  forever,  all  that 
certain  tract  or  parcel  of  land  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  Omaha 
tribe  of  Indians  on  the  sixth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1865,  situated  in  the 
Territory  of  Nebraska,  and  described  as  follows,  viz :  Commencing  at  a 
point  on  the  Missouri  river  four  miles  due  south  from  the  north  boundary 
line  of  said  reservation  ;  thence  west  ten  miles ;  thence  south  four  miles ; 
thence  west  to  the  western  boundary  line  of  the  reservation ;  thence  north 
to  the  northern  boundary  line ;  thence  east  to  the  Blissouri  river ;  and 
thence  south  along  the  river  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Article  III.  In  further  consideration  of  the  foregoing  cession,  and 
in  order  that  the  Winnebagos  may  be  as  well  situated  as  they  were  when 
they  were  moved  from  Minnesota,  the  United  States  agree  to  erect  on 
their  reservation,  hereby  set  apart,  a  good  steam  saw-mill  with  a  grist-mill 
attached,  and  to  break  and  fence  one  hundred  acres  of  land  for  each  band, 
and  supply  them  with  seed,  to  sow  and  plant  the  same,  and  shall  furnish 
them  with  two  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  guns,  sixty  horses,  one  hundred 
cows,  twenty  yoke  of  oxen  and  wagons,  two  chains  each,  and  Kve  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  agricultural  implements,  in  addition  to  those  on  the  re- 
serve hereby  ceded.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whsrbas  a  Conyendon  between  the  United  States,  Austria,  Belgiam,  PiMmbte. 
Spain,  France,  Great  Britain,  Italy,  the  Netherlands,  Portugal,  and 
Sweden  on  the  one  part,  and  the  Sultan  of  Morooco  on  the  other  part, 
concerning  the  administration  and  upholding  of  the  lighthouse  at  Gape 
Spartel,  was  concluded  and  signed  by  their  respective  plenipotentiaries 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-fiye, 
which  Convention,  b^g  in  the  French  and  Arabic  languages,  is  word  for 
word  as  follows :  —

Colaco,  commander  of  Ms  Order  of  Christ,  knight  of  the  Order  of  the 
Hose  of  Brazil,  his  consul-general  near  his  Migesty  the  Sultan  of  Mo« 
rocco; 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  Sweden  and  of  Norway :  Selim  d'Ehrenhoff, 
knight  of  the  Order  of  Wasa,  his  consul-general  near  his  Majesty  the 
Sultan  of  Morocco ; 

And  his  Majesty  the  Sultan  of  Morocco  and  of  Fez,  the  Literary  Sid 
Mohammed  Bargash,  his  minister  for  foreign  affairs ; 

Who,  afler  having  exchanged  their  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  agreed  upon  &e  following  articles :  — 

Artiole  I.  His  Majesty  Scherifienne,  having,  in  an  interest  of  hu- 
manity, ordered  the  construction,  at  the  expense  of  the  government  of 
Morocco,  of  a  lighthouse  at  Cape  Spartel,  consents  to  devolve,  throughout 
the  duration  of  the  present  convention,  the  superior  direction  and  admin- 
istration of  this  establishment  on  the  representatives  of  the  contracting 
powers.  It  is  well  understood  that  this  delegation  does  not  import  any 
encroachment  on  the  rights,  proprietary  and  of  sovereignty,  of  the  Sultan, 
whose  flag  alone  shall  be  hoisted  on  the  tower  of  the  Pharos. 

Article  II.  The  government  of  Morocco  not  at  this  time  having  any 
marine,  either  of  war  or  commerce,  the  expenses  necessary  for  upholding 
and  managing  the  lighthouse  shall  be  borne  by  the  contracting  powers  by 
means  of  an  annual  contribution,  the  quota  of  which  shall  be  aHke  for  all 
of  them.  If,  hereafter,  the  Sultan  should  have  a  naval  or  commercial 
marine,  he  binds  himself  to  take  share  in  the  expenses  in  like  proportion 
with  the  other  subscribing  powers.  The  expenses  of  repairs,  and  in  need 
of  reconstruction,  shall  also  be  at  his  cost 

Article  III.  The  Sultan  will  furnish  for  security  of  the  lighthouse  a 
guard,  composed  of  a  Kaid  and  four  soldiers.  He  engages,  besides,  to 
provide  for,  by  all  the  means  in  his  power,  in  case  of  war,  whether  inter- 
nal or  external,  the  preservation  of  this  establishment,  as  well  as  for  the 
safety  of  the  keepers  and  persons  employed.  On  th^  other  part,  the  con- 
tracting powers  bind  themselves,  each  so  fiur  as  concerned,  to  respect  the 
neutrality  of  the  lighthouse,  and  to  continue  the  payment  of  the  contribu 
tion  intended  to  uphold  it,  even  in  case  (which  God  forbid)  hostilities 
should  break  out,  either  between  them  or  between  one  of  them  and  the 
empire  of  Morocco. 

Article  IY.  The  representatives  of  the  contracting  powers  charged, 
in  virtue  of  Articlie  L  of  the  present  Convention,  with  the  superior  direo- 
tion and  management  of  the  lighthouse,  shall  establish  the  necessaiy 
regulations  for  the  service  and  superintendence  of  this  establishment,  and 
no  modification  shall  be  afterward  applied  to  these  articles,  except  by 
common  agreement  between  the  contracting  powers. 
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Abticls  Y.  The  present  Convention  shall  continae  in  force  ten  jciars. 
In  case,  within  six  months  of  the  expiration  of  this  term,  none  of  the  high 
contracting  parties  should,  by  official  declaration,  have  made  known  its 
purpose  to  bring  to  a  close,  so  far  as  maj  concern  it,  the  effects  of  this 
Convention,  it  shall  continue  in  force  for  one  year  more,  .and  so  from  year 
to  year,  until  due  notice. 

Articls  VI.  The  execution  of  the  reciprocal  engagements  contained 
in  the  present  Convention  is  subordinated,  so  far  as  needful,  to  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  forms  and  regulations  established  by  the  constitutional 
laws  of  those  of  the  high  contracting  powers  who  are  held  to  ask  for  their 
application  thereto,  which  they  bind  themselves  to  do  with  the  least 
possible  delay. 

Articls  VII.  The  present  Convention  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifi- 
cations be  exchanged  at  Tangier,  as  soon  as  can  be  done. 

In  faith  whereof,  the  respective  plenipotentiaries  have  signed  and  affixed 
thereto  the  seals  of  their  arms.

It  is  also  agreed  by  said  contracting  parties,  that  if 
said  Indians  should  agree  to  remove  from  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  settle 
on  lands  to  be  provided  for  them  by  the  United  States  in  the  Indian  ter- 
ritory on  such  terms  as  may  be  agroed  on  between  the  United  States  and 
the  Indian  tribes  now  residing  in  said  territory  or  any  of  them,  then  the 
diminished  reservation  shall  he  disposed  of  by  the  United  States  in  the 
same  manner  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  rela-

Article  IV.  The  said  band  represented  in  council  shall  withdraw 
from  the  routes  overland  already  established,  or  hereafter  to  be  established 
throu<;h  their  country ;  and  in  considenition  thereof,  and  of  their  non-in- 
terference with  the  persons  and  property  of  citizens  of  the  United  States 
travelling  thereon,  the  government  of  the  United  States  agree  to  pay  the 
said  band  the  8um  of  ten  thousand  dollars  annually,  for  twenty  years,  in 
such  articles  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  direct :  Provided^  That 
said  band,  so  represented  in  council,  shall  faithfully  conform  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  treaty.

time  of  war  such  other  military  posts  as  may  be  considered  essential  to 
the  general  interests  of  the  United  States  may  be  established :  Provided,  Damages  tlMf». 
however,  That  upon  the  building  of  such  roads,  or  establishment  of  2iL^*iuidfp!5i. 
such  military  posts,  the  amount  of  injury  sustained  by  reason  thereof  by 
the  Indians   inhabiting   said    reservation  shall    be    ascertained    under 
direction  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  thereupon  such 
compensation  shall  be  made  to  said  Indians  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  may  be  deemed  just  and  proper. 

Ajkticlb  Y.  At  the  special  request  of  the  Cheyenne  and  Arrapahoe  Patent  for  S40 
Indians,  parties  to  this  treaty,  the  United  States  agree  to  grant,  by  patent  ^SmpllTto  ** 
in  fee-simple,  to  the  foUowing^named  persons,  all  of  whom  are  related  certain  penom 
to  the  Cheyennes  or  Arrapahoes  by  blood,  to  each  an  amount  of  land 
equal  to  one  section  of  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  viz :  To  Mrs.  Mar- 
garet Wilmarth  and  her  children,  Virginia  Fitzpatridc,  and  Andrew  Jack- 
son Fitzpatrick ;  to  Mrs.  Mary  Keith  and  her  children,  William  Keith, 
Mary  J.  Keith,  and  Francis  Keith ;  to  Mrs.  Matilda  Pepperdin  and  her 
child.

Bent's  daughter,  Mary  Bent  Moore,  and  her  three  children,  Adia  Moore, 
William  Bent  Moore,  and  George  Moore ;  to  William  W.  Bent's  children, 
George  Bent,  Charles  Bent,  and  Julia  Bent ;  to  A-ma-che,  the  wife  of 
John  Prowers,  and  her  children,  Mary  Prowers  and  Susan  Prowers ;  to

United  States,  and  under  its  flag,  whose  protection  they  had  by  lawful     Sm  ^^'^' 
authority  been  promised  and  induced  to  seek,  and  the  government  being  708-710.    *^^ 
desirous  to  make  some  suitable  reparation  for  the  injuries  then  done,  will 
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mnt  three  hundred  any  twen^  eerei  of  land  by  patent  to  each  of  the 
rollowing-oamed  chieft  of  laia  bands,  via:  Moke4n«y&-lo,  or  Blade 
Eiettle ;  Oh-tah-ha-neHH>-weel,  or  Seven  Balls ;  Alik-ke-home-m%  or 
Little  Bobe ;  Moke4ah-yo-Te-hoe,  or  Blad^  White  Man ;  and  will  in  like 
manner  grant  to  each  other  person  of  said  bands  made  a  widow,  or  who 
lost  a  parent  upon  that  oocasioui  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land, 
the  names  of  such  persona  to  be  ascertained  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior :  J^nwided^  That  said  grants  shall  be  conditioned 
that  all  devises,  grants,  alienations,  leases,  and  contracts  relative  to  said 
lands,  made  or  entered  into  during  the  period  of  fifty  years  from  the  date 
of  sudk  patents,  shall  be  unlawful  and  void.

of  the  Interior,  for  the  time  beings  will  best  sul^erve  their  wants  and 
interests  as  a  people,  the  following  amounts,  that  is  to  say,  until  such  dme 
as  said  Indians  shall  be  removed  to  their  reservation,  as  provided  for  by 
Article  IL  of  this  treaty,  an  amount  which  shaU  be  equal  to  twenty  dollars 
per  capita  for  each  person  entitled  to  participate  in  the  beneficial  pro- 
visions of  this  treaty,  and  from  and  after  the  time  when  such  removal 
shall  have  been  accomplished,  an  amount  which  shall  be  equal  to  forty 
dollars  per  capita  for  each  person  entitled  as  aforesaid.  Such  proportion 
of  the  expenditure  provided  for  by  this  article  as  may  be  considered 
expedient  to  distribute  in  the  form  of  annuities  shall  be  delivered  to  said 
Indians  as  follows,  via :  one  third  thereof  daring  the  springs  and  two 
thirds  thereof  during  the  autumn  of  each  year. 

For  the  purpose  of  determining  from  time  to  time  the  aggr^;ate 
amount  to  be  expended  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  it  is  agreed 
that  the  number  entitled  to  its  bene^dal  provisions  the  coming  year  is  two 
thousand  eight  hundred,  and  th^it  an  accurate  census  of  the  Indiana 
entitied  shall  be  taken  at  the  time  of  the  annuity  payment  in  the  spring 
of  each  year  by  their  agent  or  other  person  designated  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  which  census  shall  be  the  basis  on  which 
the  amount  to  be  expended  the  next  ensuing  year  shall  be  determined. 

Article  VIIL  The  Indians  parties  to  this  treaty  expressly  covenant 
and  agree  that  they  will  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  induce  that  portion 
of  the  respective  tribes  not  now  present  to  unite  with  them  and  accede 
to  the  provisions  of  this  treaty,  which  union  and  accession  shall  be 
evidenced  and  made  binding  on  all  parties  whenever  such  absentees  shall 
have  participated  in  the  beneficial  provisions  of  this  treaty. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  all  arrears  of  annuities  which 
have  accrued  or  may  accrue  under  the  provisions  of  former  treaties  prior 
to  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  shall  be  paid  to  said  Indians  as  soon  aa 
practicable,  and  that  upon  sudi  ratification  auch  former  treaty  shall 
thenceforth  be  abrogated  and  of  no  binding  force  or  validly.

Indians  inhabiting  said  reservation  shall  be  ascertained  under  direction  of 
the  President  or  the  United  States,  and  thereupon  such  compensation 
shall  be  made  to  said  Indians  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  may  be  deemed  just  and  proper. 

Article  V.    The  United  States  agree  that  they  will  expend  annually,     AnnnitiM  fm 
during  the  period  of  forty  years,  from  and  after  the  ratification  of  this  ^"^  7^»*^» 
treaty,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians  who  are  parties  hereto,  and  of  such 
others  as  mav  unite  with  them  in  pursuance  of  the  terms  hereof,  in  such 
manner  and  for  such  purposes  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  for  the  time  being,  will  best  subserve  their  wants  and  interests  as 
a  people,  the  following  amounts,  that  is  to  say,  until  such  time  as  said  In- 
dians shall  be  removed  to  Uieir  reservations,  as  provided  for  by  article  11. 
of  thus  treaty,  an  amount  which  shall  be  equal  to  ten  dollars  per  capita     Amount 
for  each  person  entitled  to  participate  in  the  beneficial  provisions  of  this 
treaty ;  and  from  and  afier  the  time  when  such  removal  shall  have  been 
accomplished,  an  amount  which  shall  be  equal  to  fifteen  dollars  per  capita 
for  each  person  entitled  as  aforesaid.    Such  proportion  of  the  expenditure 
provided  for  by  this  article  as  may  be  considerod  expedient  to  distribute 
in  the  form  of  annuities  shall  be  delivered  to  said  Indians  as  follows,  viz :     Wlien  to  b« 
one  third  thereof  during  the  spring,  and  two  thirds  thereof  during  the  ^*^*^*^* 
autumn  of  each  year. 

For  the  purpose  of  determining  from  time  to  time  the  aggregate  amount  u^'?|?!{°^'™' 
to  be  expend^  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  it  is  agreed  that  the       ^ 
number  entitled  to  its  beneficial  provisions  the  coming  year  is  four  thou- 
sand, and  that  an  accurate  census  of  the  Indians  entitled  shall  be  taken  at 
the  time  of  the  annuity  payment  in  the  spring  of  each  year  by  their  agent 
or  other  person  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  which  census     Gontns  to  no 
shall  be  the  basu  on  which  the  amount  to  be  expended  the  next  ensuing  ^^^  uouUj- 
year  shall  be  determined.

evidenced  and  made  binding  on  all  parties  whenever  such  absentees  shall 
have  participated  in  the  beneficial  provisions  of  this  treaty.

TREATY  WITH  THE  YANETTONAI  INDIANS.    Octobeb  20, 186S.        785

Wiieheas,  a  supplemental  Treaty  was  made  and  concluded  at  the  Pnambto. 
Warm  Springs  Indian  Agency,  in  the  State  of  Oregon,  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-five,  by  and  between  J.  TV.  Pent  Huntington,  Commissioner,  od 
the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  Mark,  William  Chinook,  Kuck-up,  and 
other  chiefs  and  headmen  of  the  confederated  tribes  and  bands  of  Indians 
of  Middle  Oregon,  on  the  part  of  said  Indians,  and  duly  authorized  thereto 
by  them,  which  treaty  is  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit :  — 

Articles  of  agreement  and  convention  entered  into  at  the  Warm  Springs  Contraoting 
Agency,  Oregon,  by  J.  W.  Perit  Huntington,  Sup't  Indian  affairs  for  P^^iet. 
Oregon,  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  and  the  undersigned,  chiefs 
and  headmen  of  the  confederated  tribes  and  bands  of  Middle  Oregon, 
the  same  being  amendatory  of  and  supplemental  to  the  treaty  negotiated 
with  the  afore>aid  tribes  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-five,  and  ratified  by  the  Senate  of  the  United  States 
on  the  eighteenth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  fiAy-nine. 


Article  I.  It  having  become  evident  from  experience  that  the  pro- 
vision of  Article  I.  of  the  treaty  of  the  twenty-fifth  of  June,  A.  D. 
eigiiteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  which  permits  said  confederated  tribes  to 
fish,  hunt,  gather  berries  and  root^  pasture  stock,  and  erect  houses  on 
lands  outside  the  reservation,  and  which  have  been  ceded  to  the  United 
States,  is  oflen  abused  by  the  Indians  to  the  extent  of  continuously 
residing  away  from  the  reservation,  and  is  detrimental  to  the  interests  of 
both  Indians  and  whites ;  therefore  it  is  hereby  stipulated  and  agreed  that 
all  the  rights  enumerated  in  the  third  proviso  of  the  first  section  of  the 
before-mentioned  treaty  of  the  twenty-fifth  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-five,  —  that  is  to  say,  the  right  to  take  fish,  erect  houses,  hunt  game, 
gather  roots  and  berries  and  pasture  animals  upon  lands  without  the 
reservation  set  apart  by  the  treaty  aforesaid  —  are  hereby  relinquished  by 
the  confederated  Indian  tribes  and  bands  of  middle  Oregon,  parties  to  this 
treaty. 

Article  II.  The  tribes  aforesaid  covenant  and  agree  that,  they  will 
hereafter  remain  upon  said  reservation,  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  the  regulations  of  the  Indian  Department,  and  the  control  of  the 
officers  thereof;  and  they  further  stipulate  that  if  any  of  tlie  members  of 
said  tribes  do  leave,  or  attempt  to  leave,  said  reservation  in  violation  of 
this  treaty,  they  will  assist  in  pursuing  and  returning  them,  when  called 
upon  to  do  so  by  the  superintendent  or  agent  in  charge. 

Article  III.  In  cases  which  may  arise  which  make  it  necessary  for 
any  Indian  to  go  without  the  boundaries  of  said  reservation,  the  superin- 
tendent or  agent  in  charge  may,  in  his  discretion,  give  to  such  Indian  a 
written  permit  or  pa?3j  which  shall  always  be  for  a  short  period  and  tiio

expiration  definitely  fixed  in  said  paper.  Anj  Indian  who^  having  gone 
out  with  a  written  pass,  shall  remain  beyond  the  boundaries  for  a  longer 
period  than  the  time  named  in  said  pass,  [shall]  be  deemed  to  have  vio- 
lated this  treaty  to  the  same  extent  as  if  he  or  she  had  gone  without  a 
pass. 

Article  IY.  An  infraction  of  this  treaty  shall  subject  the  Indian 
guilty  thereof  to  a  deprivation  of  his  or  her  share  of  the  annuities,  and 
to  such  other  punishment  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  may  direct. 

Article  V.  It  is  stipulated  and  agreed  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  as  a  consideration  for  the  relinquishment  of  the  rights  herein 
enumerated,  that  the  sum  of  thi*ee  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  shall  be 
expended  in  the  purchase  of  teams,  agricultural  implements,  seeds,  and 
other  articles  calculated  to  advance  said  confederated  tribes  in  agriculture 
and  civilization. 

Article  VI.     It  is  further  agreed  that  the  United  States  shall  cause 
to  be  allotted  to  each  head  of  a  family  in  said  confederated  tribes  and 
bands  a  tract  of  land  sufiScient  for  his  or  her  use,  the  possession  of  which 
shall  be  guaranteed  and  secured  to  said  family  and  the  heirs  tliereof  for 
ever. 

Article  VII.  To  the  end  that  the  vice  of  intemperance  among  said 
tribes  may  be  checked,  it  is  hereby  stipulated  that  when  any  members 
thereof  shall  be  known  to  drink  ardent  spirits,  or  to  have  the  same  ia 
possession,  the  facts  shall  be  immediately  reported  to  the  agent  or  super- 
intendent, with  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  from  whom  the  liquor 
was  obtained ;  and  the  Indians  agree  to  diligently  use,  under  the  direction 
of  the  superintendent  or  agent,  all  proper  means  to  secure  the  identifica- 
tion and  punishment  of  the  persons  unlawfully  furnishing  liquor  as  afore- 
said. 

In  testimony  whereof,  the  said  J.  W.  Perit  Huntington,  superintendent 
of  Indian  affairs,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  the  underc^igned 
chiefs  and  head  confederated  tribes  and  bands  aforesaid,  have  hereunto,  in 
the  presence  of  the  subscribing  witnesses  and  of  each  other,  affixed  our 
signatures  and  seals  on  this  fifteenth  day  of  November,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five.

Whereas  a  Treaty  was  made  and  ooncluded  at  the  city  of  Washington,  Pkwaibto. 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  the  twentj-first  day  of  March,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  by  and  between 
Dennis  N.  Cooley,  Elijah  Selk,  and  Col.  Ely  S.  Parker,  Commissioners 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  John  Chup-co,  Cho-cote-harjo,  Fos- 
haijo,  and  John  F.  Brown,  chiefs  and  delegates  of  the  Seminole  Indians, 
on  the  part  of  said  Indians,  and  duly  authorized  thereto  by  them,  which 
Treaty  id  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit :  -* 

Articles  of  a  Treatt  made  and  ooncluded  at  Washington,  D.  C^     Gontnotlqg 
March  21,  A.  D.  1866,  between  the  United  States  government,  by  its  V'^^^^ 
Commissioners,  D.  N.  Cooley,  Commissioner  of  Indian  affairs,  Elijah 
Sells,  superintendent  of  Indian  afiairs,  and  Ely  S.  Parker,  and  the 
Seminole  Indians,  by  their  chiefs  John  Chup-co,  or  Long  John^  Cho- 
cote-haijo,  Fos-ha[rJ-jo,  John  F.  Brown. 

PRBAMBLB. 

Whereas  existing  treaties  between  the  United  States  and  the  Seminole 
nation  are  insufficient  to  meet  their  mutual  necessities ;  and  whereas  the 
Seminole  nation  made  a  treaty  with  the  so-called  confederate  states, 
August  1st,  1861,  whereby  they  threw  off  their  allegiance  to  the  United 
States,  and  unsettled  their  treaty  relations  with  the  United  States,  and 
thereby  incurred  the  liabUity  of  forfeiture  of  all  lands  and  other  property 
held  by  grant  or  gift  of  the  United  States ;  and  whereas  a  treaty  of  peace 
Imd  amity  was  entered  into  between  the  United  States  and  the  Seminole 
and  other  tribes  at  Fort  Smith,  September  10,  1865,  whemby  the  Semi- 
noles  revoked,  cancel  led,  and  repudiated  the  aaid  treaty  with  the  sonmlled 
con fedii rate  states ;  and  whereas  the  United  States,  through  ltd  commU- 
Bioners?,  in  said  treaty  of  peace,  promised  to  enter  into  treaty  with  the 
Seminole  nation  to  armnge  and  settle  all  questions  relating  to  and  grow- 
ing out  of  said  treaty  with  the  sfrcalted  confederate  states ;  and  whereas 
the  Uniied  State s^  in  view  of  said  treaty  of  the  Seminole  nation  with  the 
enemie:*  of  the  government  of  the  Utiitud  States,  and  the  consequent  Ha^ 
bill  ties  of  eaid  Seminole  nation,  and  In  view  of  its  urgent  necea^^lties  for 
more  lands  in  the  Indifin  terntojy,  requires  a  eeaaion  by  &aid  Seminole 
nation  of  a  part  of  iU  present  reservation,  and  is  willing  to  pay  therefor  a 
reasonable  price,  while  at  the  same  lime  providing  new  and  adequate 
lands  for  them. 

Now^  therefore,  the  United  Statesi  by  its  commist* loners  aforesaid,  and 
the  above-named  delegates  of  the  Seminole  nation,  the  day  and  year 
above  written,  mutually  stiptilate  and  agree,  on  behalf  of  the  respective 
partial,  as  follow  J,  to  wit :  — 

Articlr  I.     There   shall  be  perpetual   peaee   between  the  United     Pence  aua 
States  and  the  Seminole  nation,  and  the  Seminolea  agree  to  bo  and  re-  ''^*"^^"^P* 
main  firm  allies  of  the  United  States,  and  always  faithfully  aid  the  gov* 
enmient  thereof  to  suppress  uiiurrectton  and  put  down  its  enemies* 


to  pay  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit :  Thirty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  ^^  *<>  !>•  I*M. 
paid  to  enable  the  Seminoles  to  occupy,  restore,  and  improve  their  farms, 
and  to  make  their  nation  independent  and  self-sustaining,  and  shall  be  dis^ 
tributed  for  that  purpose  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior ;  twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  in  like  manner  for  the  pur- 
pose of  purchasing  agricultural  implements,  seeds,  cows,  and  other  stock  ; 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  for  the  erection  of  a  mill  suitable 
to  accommodate  said  nation  of  Indians ;  seventy  thousand  dollars  to  re- 
main in  the  United  States  treasury,  upon  which  the  United  States  shall 
pay  an  annual  interest  of  five  per  cent  ;  fifity  thousand  of  said  sum  of 
seventy  thousand  dollars  shall  be  a  permanent  school  fund,  the  interest 
of  which  shall  be  paid  annually  and  appropriated  to  the  support  of 
schools ;  the  remainder  of  the  seventy  thousand  dollars,  being  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  shall  remain  a  permanent  fund,  the  interest  of  which 
shall  be  paid  annually  for  the  support  of  the  Seminole  government ;  forty 
thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars  shall  be  appropriated  and 
expended  for  subsisting  said  Indians,  discriminating  in  favor  of  the  desti- 
tute ;  all  of  which  amounts,  excepting  the  seventy  thousand  dollars,  to 
remain  in  the  treasury  as  a  permanent  fund,  shall  be  paid  upon  the  rati« 
fication  of  said  treaty,  and  disbursed  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  may  direct.  The  balance,  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  losses  ascertained  and  awarded 
as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  paid  when  said  awards  shall  have  been 
duly  made  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  And  in  case 
said  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  insufficient  to  pay  all  said  awards,  it 
shall  be  distributed  pro  rata  to  those  whose  daidis  are  so  allowed ;  and 
until  said  awards  shall  be  thus  paid,  the  United  States  agree  to  pay  to 
said  Indians,  in  such  manner  and  for  such  purposes  as  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  may  direct,  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum 
from  the  date  of  the  ratification  of  this  treaty. 

Articlk  IV.  To  reimburse  such  members  of  the  Seminole  nation  as  Board  of  ooi 
shall  be  duly  adjudged  to  have  remained  loyal  and  faithful  to  their  treaty  XteralM  £« 
relations  to  the  United  States,  during  the  recent  rebellion  of  the  so-called  sustained  by 
confederate  states,  for  the  losses  actually  sustained  by  them  thereby,  l07«l  SeminolM. 
after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  or  so  soon  thereafter  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  shall  direct,  he  shall  appoint  a  board  of  commissioners,  not 
to  exceed  three  in  number,  who  shall  proceed  to  the  Seminole  country 
and  investigate  and  determine  said  losses.  Previous  to  said  investigation 
the  agent  of  the  Seminole  nation  shall  prepare  a  census  or  enumeration  fhS?t?\|^ 
of  said  tribe,  and  make  a  roll  of  all  Seminoles  who  did  in  no  manner  aid  ^ 

or  abet  the  enemies  of  the  government,  but  remained  loyal  during  said 
rebellion ;  and  no  award  shall  be  made  by  said  commissioners  for  such 
losses  unless  the  name  of  the  claimant  appear  on  said  roll,  and  no  com-     ^  compoma- 
pensation  shall  be  allowed  any  person  for  such  losses  whose  name  does  loyaTSdfiuif^ 
not  appear  on  said  roll,  unless  said  claimant,  within  six  months  from  the 
date  of  the  completion  of  said  roll,  furnishes  proof  satisfactory  to  said 
board,  or  to  the  commissioner  of  Indian  affairs,  that  he  has  at  all  times 
remained  loyal  to  the  United  States,  according  to  his  treaty  obligations.

their  lands  to  any  oompany  which  shall  be  dolj  authorized  bj  Congressv 
and  shall)  with  the  express  consent  and  approbation  of  the  Siecretarj  of 
the  Interior,  undertake  to  construct  a  railroad  from  any  point  on  their 
eastern  to  their  western  or  southern  boundary ;  but  said  railroad  company, 
together  with  all  its  agents  and  employ^  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  relating  to  the  interoourse  with  Indian  tribes,  and  also 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Se<7etary  of 
the  Interior,  for  that  purpose.

[erected],  which  land  shall  revert  to  said  nation  when  no  longer  used  by 
the  United  States,  upon  said  nat^m  paying  a  fair  value  for  said  buildings 
at  the  time  vacated. 

Abtiolb  VII.  The  Seminole  nation  agrees  to  such  legislation  as 
Congress  and  the  President  may  deem  necessaiy  for  the  better  admmis 
tration  of  the  rights  of  person  and  property  within  the  Indian  territory : 
Provided^  hawwer^  [That]  said  legis^tioa  shidl  not  in  any  manner  inter- 
fere with  or  annul  their  present  tribal  organization,  rights,  laws,  privi- 
leges, and  customs. 

The  Seminole  nation  also  agree  that  a  general  council,  oonsisttng  of 
delegates  elected  by  each  naticm,  a  tribe  lawfully  resident  within  the  In- 
dian territory,  may  be  annually  convened  in  said  territory,  which  council 
shall  be  organized  in  such  manner  and  possess  such  powers  as  are  here- 
inafter described :  — 

1st  After  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  and  as  soon  as  may  be  deemed 
practicable  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  prior  to  the  first  session 
of  said  council,  a  census  or  enumeration  of  each  tribe  lawfully  resident 
in  said  territory  shall  be  taken,  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent 
of  Indian  afiairs,  who,  for  that  purpose,  is  hereby  authorized  to  designate 
and  appoint  competent  persons,  whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  paid  by  the  United  States. 

2d.  The  first  general  council  shall  consist  of  one  member  firom  each 
tribe,  and  an  additional  member  for  each  one  thousand  Indians,  or  eadi 
fraction  of  a  thousand  greater  than  five  hundred,  being  members  of  any 
tribe  lawfuUy  resident  m  said  territory,  and  shall  be  elected  by  said  tribes 
respectively  who  may  assent  to  the  establishment  of  said  general  coundl ;

WiiEURAS  a  treaty  was  made  and  concluded  at  the  citj  of  Washington, 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  the  twentj-cighth  day  of  April,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  by  and  be- 
tween Dennis  N.  Cooley,  Elijah  Sells,  and  E.  S.  Parker,  Commissioners, 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  Alfred  Wade,  Allen  Wright,  James 
Riley,  and  John  Page,  Commissioners,  on  the  part  of  the  Choctaw  nation 
of  Indians,  and  Winchester  Colbert,  Edmund  Pickens,  Holmes  Colbert, 
Colbert  Carter,  and  Robert  H.  Love,  Commissioners,  on  the  part  of  the 
Chickasaw  nation  of  Indians,  all  of  which  Commissioners  were  duly  au- 
thorized thereto,  which  treaty  is  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to

Articles  of  Agreement  and  Convention  between  the  United  States  Oontimotipg 
and  the  Choctaw  and  Chickasaw  nations  of  Indians,  made  and  con-  P*'^^'* 
cJuded  at  the  city  of  Washington  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  April,  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred- and  sixty-six,  by  Dennis  N.  Cooley,  Elijah 
Sells,  and  E.  S.  Parker,  Special  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States,  and  Alfred  Wade,  Allen  Wright,  James  Riley,  and  John 
Page,  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  Choctaws,  and  Winchester 
Colbt^rt,  Edmund  Pickens,  Holmes  Colbert,  Colbert  Carter,  and  Robert 
H.  Love,  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  Chickasaws. 


Article  I.  Permanent  peace  and  friendship  are  hereby  established 
between  the  United  States  and  said  nations;  and  the  Choctaws  and 
Chickasaws  do  hereby  bind  themselves  respectively  to  use  their  influence 
and  to  make  every  exertion  to  induce  Indians  of  the  plains  to  maintain 
peaceful  relations  with  each  other,  with  other  Indians,  and  with  the 
United  States. 

Article  II.  The  Choctaws  and  Chickasaws  hereby  covenant  and 
agree  that  henceforth  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  other- 
wise than  in  punishment  of  crime  whereof  the  parties  shall  have  been 
duly  convicted,  in  accordance  with  laws  applicable  to  all  members  of  the 
partic^ular  nation,  shall  ever  exist  in  said  nations. 

Article  III.  The  Choctaws  and  Chickasaws,  in  consideration  of  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  hereby  cede  to  the  United  States 
the  territory  west  of  the  98^  west  longitude,  known  as  the  leased  dis- 
trict, provided  that  the  said  sum  shall  be  invested  and  held  by  the 
United  States,  at  an  interest  not  less  than  five  per  cent,  in  trust  for 
the  said  nations,  until  the  legislatures  of  the  Choctaw  and  Chickasaw 
nations  respectively  shall  have  made  such  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  as 
may  be  necessary  to  give  all  persons  of  African  descent,  resident  in  the 
said  nations  at  the  date  of  the  treaty  of  Fort  Smith,  and  their  descend- 
ants, heretofore  held  in  slavery  among  said  nations,  all  the  rights^  privi- 
leges, at  id  immunitieSj  including  the  right  of  suftragc,  of  citizens  of  said 
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or  belonging  to,  said  nations  reRpectively ;  and  also  to  give  to  such  per- 
sons who  were  residents  as  aforesaid,  and  their  descendants,  forty  acres 
each  of  the  land  of  said  nations  on  the  same  terms  as  the  Choctaws  and 
Chickasaws,  to  be  selected  on  the  survey  of  said  land,  after  the  Choc- 
taws and  Chickasaws  and  Kansas  Indians  have  made  their  selections  bb 
herein  provided ;  and  immediately  on  the  enactment  of  such  laws,  rules, 
and  regulations,  the  said  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
paid  to  the  said  Choctaw  and  Chickasaw  nations  in  the  proportion  of 
three  fourths  to  the  former  and  one  fourth  to  the  latter,  —  less  such  sum, 
at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  capita,  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay 
such  persons  of  African  descent  before  referred  to  as  within  ninety  days 
after  the  passage  of  such  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  shall  elect  to  remove 
and  actually  remove  from  the  said  nations  respectively.  And  should  the 
said  luws,  rules,  and  regulations  not  be  made  by  the  legislatures  of  the 
said  nations  respe-ctively,  within  two  years  from  the  ratification  of  this 
treaty,  then  the  said  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  cease  to 
be  held  in  trust  for  the  said  Choctaw  and  Chickasaw  nations,  and  be  held 
for  tlie  uae  and  benefit  of  such  of  said  persons  of  African  descent  as  the 
United  States  shall  remove  from  the  said  territory  in  such  manner  as  the 
United  States  shall  deem  proper,  —  the  United  States  agreeing,  within 
ninety  days  from  the  expiration  of  the  said  two  years,  to  remove  from 
said  nations  all  such  persons  of  African  descent  as  may  be  willing  to  re- 
move ;  those  remaining  or  returning  after  having  been  removed  fhSm  said 
nations  to  have  no  benefit  of  said  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
or  any  part  thereof,  but  shall  be  upon  the  some  footing  as  other  citizens 
of  the  United  States  in  the  said  nations. 
Bights  of  n«-  Articlb  IV.  The  said  nations  further  agree  that  all  negroes,  not 
groes  and  freed-  otherwise  disqualified  or  disabled,  shall  be  competent  witnesses  in  all  civil 
and  criminal  suits  and  proceedings  in  the  Choctaw  and  Chickasaw  courts, 
any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding ;  and  they  fully  recognize  the 
right  of  the  freedmen  to  a  fair  remuneration  on  reasonable  and  equitable 
contracts  for  their  labor,  which  the  law  should  aid  them  to  enforce.  And 
they  agree,  on  the  part  of  tlieir  respective  nations,  that  all  laws  shall  be 
equal  in  their  openition  upon  Choctaws,  Chickasaws,  and  negroes,  and 
that  no  distinction  affecting  the  latter  shall  at  any  time  be  made,  and  that 
they  shall  be  treated  with  kindness  and  be  protected  against  injury ;  and 
they  further  agree,  that  while  the  said  freedmen,  now  in  the  Choctaw  and 
Chickasaw  nations,  remain  in  said  nations,  respectively,  they  shall  be  en- 
titled to  as  much  land  as  they  may  cultivate  for  the  support  of  themselves 
and  families,  in  caL»&A  where  they  do  not  support  themselves  and  families 
by  hiring,  not  interfering  with  existing  improvements  without  the  consent 
of  the  occupant,  it  being  understood  that  in  the  event  of  the  making  of 
the  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  aforesaid,  the  forty  acres  aforesaid  shall 
stand  in  place  of  the  land  cultivated  as  last  aforesaid. 

Articlb  V.  A  general  amnesty  of  all  past  offences  against  the  laws 
of  the  United  States,  committed  before  the  signing  of  this  treaty  by  any 
member  of  the  Choctaw  or  Chickasaw  nations,  is  hereby  declared ;  and 
the  United  States  will  especially  request  the  States  of  Missouri,  Kansas, 
Arkansas,  and  Texas  to  grant  the  like  amnesty  as  to  all  offences  commit- 
ted by  any  member  of  the  Choctaw  or  Chickasaw  nation.  And  the 
Choctaws  and  Chickasaws,  anxious  for  the  restoration  of  kind  and  friend- 
ly feelings  among  tliemselves,  do  hereby  declare  an  amnesty  for  all  past 
offences  against  their  respective  governments,  and  no  Indian  or  Indians 
shall  bo  proscribed,  or  any  act  of  forfeiture  or  confiscation  passed  against 
those  who  may  have  remained  friendly  to  the  United  States,  but  they 
shall  enjoy  equal  privileges  with  other  members  of  said  tribes,  and  aU 
laws  heretofore  passed  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  declared  inoper- 
ative.

8.  And  it  is  further  declared,  also,  in  case  of  one  or  more  of  said  al- 
ternate sections  being  occupied  by  any  member  or  members  of  said  na-     ^^^  ^^?^t^ 
tions  respectively,  so  that  the  same  cannot  be  transferred  to  the  said  com-  ™^i^a  ofocou- 
pany  or  companies,  that  the  said  nation  or  nations,  respectively,  may  pied  seotiooB. 
select  any  unoccupied  section  or  sections,  as  near  as  circumstances  will 
permit,  to  the  said  width  of  six  miles  on  each  side  of  said  road  or  roads, 
and  convey  the  same  as  an  equivalent  for  the  section  or  sections  so  occu- 
pied as  aforesaid. 

Article  VII.    The  Choctaws  and  Chickasaws  agree  to  such  legisla- 
tion as  Congress  and  the  President  of  the  United  States  may  deem     Legislation  by 
necessary  for  the  better  administration  of  justice  and  the  protection  of  the  righuor  penoni 
rights  of  person  and  property  within  the  Indian  territory  :  Provided,  how-  and  property 
ever.  Such  legislation  shall  not  in  any  wise  interfere  with  or  annul  their 
present  tribal  organization,  or  their  respective  legislatures  or  judiciaries, 
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or  the  rights,  law.^,  privileges,  or  customs  of  the  Choctawi  and  Chickasaw 
nations  respectively. 

Articlis  VIII.  The  Choctaws  and  Chickasaw  also  agree  that  a  coun- 
cil, consisting  of  delegates  elected  by  each  nation  or  tribe  lawfully  resident 
within  the  Indian  territory,  may  he  annually  convened  in  said  territory 
to  be  organized  as  follows :  — 

'  1.  After  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  and  as  soon  as  may  be  deemed 
practicable  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  prior  to  the  first  se^^ion 
of  said  assembly,  a  census  of  each  tribe,  lawfully  resident  in  said  terri- 
tory, shall  be  taken,  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  Indian 
affairs,  by  competent  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  him,  whose  compensa- 
tion shall  be  fixed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  paid  by  the  Unit- 
ed Suites. 

2.  The  council  shall  consist  of  one  member  from  each  tribe  or  nation 
whose  population  shall  exceed  five  hundred,  and  an  additional  member 
for  each  one  thousand  Indians,  native  or  adopted,  or  each  fraction  of  a 
thousand  greater  than  ^ve  hundred  being  members  of  any  tribe  lawfully 
resident  in  said  territory,  and  shall  be  seh^cted  by  the  tribes  or  nations  re- 
spectively who  may  assent  to  the  establishment  of  said  general  assembly; 
and  if  none  should  be  thus  formally  selected  by  any  nation  or  tribe,  it 
shall  be  represented  in  said  general .  assembly  by  the  chief  or  chiefs  and 
headmen  of  said  tribes,  to  be  taken  in  the  order  of  their  rank  as  recog- 
nized in  tribal  usage  in  the  number  and  proportions  above  indicated. 

8.  Afler  the  said  census  shall  have  been  taken  and  complete<l,  the 
superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  shall  publish  and  declare  to  each  tribe  the 
number  of  members  of  said  council  to  which  they  shall  be  entitled  under 
the  provisions  of  this  article ;  and  the  persons  so  to  represent  the  said 
tribes  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  shall  designate,  but  there- 
afler  the  time  and  place  of  the  sessions  of  the  general  assembly  shall  be 
determined  by  itself:  Provided,  That  no  session  in  any  one  year  shall  ex- 
ceed the  term  of  thirty  days,  and  provided  that  the  special  sessions  may 
be  called  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the 
interests  of  said  tribes  shall  retjuire  it 

4.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  power  to  legislate  upon  all  subjects 
and  matters  pertaining  to  the  intercourse  and  relations  of  the  Indian  tribes 
and  nations  resident  in  the  said  territory,  the  arrest  and  extradition  of 
criminals  escaping  from  one  tribe  to  another,  the  administration  of  justice 
between  members  of  the  several  tribes  of  the  said  territory,  and  persona 
other  than  Indians  and  members  of  said  tribes  or  nations,  the  construction 
of  works  of  internal  improvement,  and  the  common  defence  and  safety  of 
the  nations  of  the  said  territory.  All  laws  enacted  by  said  council 
shall  take  effect  at  the  times  therein  provided,  unless  suspended  by  the 
Secrettiry  of  the  Interior  or  the  President  of  the  United  States.  No  law 
shall  be  enacted  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
or  the  laws  of  Congress  or  existing  treaty  stipulations  with  the  United 
States;  nor  shall  said  council  legislate  upon  matters  pertaining  to  the 
legislative,  judicial,  or  other  organization,  laws,  or  customs  of  the  several 
tribes  or  nations  except  as  herein  provided  for. 

5.  Said  council  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  superintendent  of  Indian 
affairs,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  from  any  cause,  the  duties  of  the  super- 
intendent enumerated  in  this  article  shall  be  performed  by  such  person  as 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  indicate. 

6.  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  appoint  a  secretary  of  said  coun- 
cil, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  the  procfied- 
ings  of  said  council,  and  to  transmit  a  true  copy  thereof,  duly  certified  by 
the  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  im- 
mediately after  the  Be.^sions  of  said  council  shall  terminate.  He  yhall  be 
paid  Ave  hundred  dollurs  as  an  amru.il  salary,  by  the  United  States. 

7.  The  members  of  the  said  cxjuucil  shall  be  paid  by  the  Uaitcd  Stalaa 
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foar  dollars  per  diem  while  in  actaal  attendance  thereon,  and  four  dollars     ^^y  ^id  mile- 
mileage  for  every  twenty  miles  going  and  returning  therefrom  by  the  ***  °^  membwi.

presiding  officer. 

8.  The  Choctaws  and  Chickasaws  also  agree  that  a  court  or  courts  may  Coarts  may 
be  established  in  said  territory  with  such  jurisdiction  and  organization  as  be  established. 
Congress  may  prescribe :  Provided^  That  the  same  shall  not  interfere  with

interpreter ;  the  said  marshal  to  appoint  such  deputies,  to  be  paid  by  fees,     MarshaL 
as  may  be  required  to  aid  him  in  the  execution  of  his  proper  functions  ; 
and  be  the  marshal  of  the  principal  court  of  ^d  territory  that  may  be  es- 
tablished under  the  provisions  of  this  treaty. 


11.  And  the  said  marshal  and  the  said  secretary  shall  each  be  entitled  .  ^.^^^^ 
to  a  salary  of  five  hundred  doUars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  by  the  United  J^ry.       '**'*' 
Stales,  and  such  fees  in  addition  thereto  as  ^hall  be  established  by  said  gov- 
ernor, with  the  approbation  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior ;  it  being  un- 
derstood that  the  said  fee  lists  may  at  any  time  be  corrected  and  altered 

by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  as  the  experience  of  the  system  proposed 
herein  to  be  established  shall  show  to  be  necessary,  and  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  the  fees  paid  to  marshals  of  the  United  States  for  similar  services.

the  clerks  of  each  house  to  make  out  and  transmit  to  the  terntorial  secre- 
tary fair  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  the  respective  houses  immediately 
after  their  respective  session:*,  which  copies  shall  be  dealt  with  by  the  said 
secretary  as  is  now  provided  in  the  case  of  copies  of  the  pmceedings  of 
the  council  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  the  ifaid  clerks  shall  each  be  entitled 
to  the  same  per  diem  as  members-  of  the  respective  houses,  and  the  pre- 
siding officers  to  double  that  sum.

the  President  of  the  United  States  shall,  within  three  months  from  the 
ratification  of  this  treaty,  appoint  a  commission,  to  consist  of  one  or  more 
discreet  persons,  to  investigate  said  claims,  and  fully  examine  the  same ; 
and  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  shall  by  the  report  of  said  commis- 
sion, approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  be  found  due  to  such 
persons,  not  exceeding  ninety  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
United  States  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  out  of  any  money  belonging 
to  8aid  nation  in  the  possession  of  the  United  States  :  Provided,  That  no

convention  between  the  United  btates  and  the  Uhoctaw  nnd  Uhickasaw 
nations  of  Indians  made  and  concluded  at  the  city  of  Washington  the 
twenty-eighth  day  of  April,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six, 
by  Dennis  N.  Gooley,  Elijah  Sells,  and  E.  S.  Parker,  special  commis- 
sioners on  the  part  of  the  United  States  and  Alfred  Wade,  Allen  Wright, 
James  Riley,  and  Jolm  Page,  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  Choctaw,«(, 
and  Winchester  Colbert,  Edmund  Pickens,  Holmes  Colbert,  Colbert  Car- 
ter, and  Robert  U.  Love,  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  Chickasaws, 
with  the  following  amendments,  to  wit :  -— 

1st.  At  the  end  of  Article  V.  add  the  following:  The  people  of  the 
Choctaw  and  Chickasaw  nations  stipulate  and  agree  to  deliver  up  to  any 
duly  authorized  agent  of  the  United  States  all  public  property  in  their 
posiiession  which  belong[s]  to  the  late  so-called  *^  confederate  states  of 
America  "  or  the  United  States,  without  any  reservation  whatsoever,  par- 
ticularly ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  and  arms  of  all  kinds.

WnRRRAS  a  treaty  was  made  and  concluded  at  the  city  of  Washington,  Pntaiblab 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  by  and  between  Den- 
nis N.  Coolcy  and  Elijah  Sells,  Commissioner^  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  and  Ok-ta-has  Harjo,  Cow-mikko,  and  Cotch-cho-chee,  delegates 
at  large  of  the  Creek  Nation  of  Indians,  and  D.  N.  Mcintosh  and  James 
M.  C.  Smith,  special  delegates  of  the  Southern  Creeks,  on  the  part  of 
said  Creek  Nation  of  Indians  and  Southern  Creeks,  all  of  which  delegates 
at  large  and  special  delegates  were  duly  authorized  thereto  by  said  (>eek 
Nation  and  Southern  Creeks,  which  treaty  is  in  the  words  and  figures 
following,  to  wit :  — 

Treaty  of  Cession  and  Indemnitt  concluded  at  the  city  of  Washing-  GontnetiQg 
ton  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  P*'*^* 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  by  and  between  the  United  States,  repre- 
sented by  Dennis  N.  Cooley,  Commissioner  of  Indian  affairs,  Elijah 
Sells,  superintendent  of  IndiaA  affairs  for  the  Southern  superintend- 
ency,  and  Col.  Ely  S.  Parker,  special  Commissioner,  and  the  Creek 
Nation  of  Indians,  represented  by  Ok-tars-sars-harjo,  or  Sands  ;  Cow-e- 
to-me-co  and  Che-chu-chee,  delegates  %t  largo,  and  D.  N.  Mcintosh 
and  James  Smith,  special  delegates  of  the  Southern  Creeks. 

PREAMBLE. 

Whereas  existing  treaties  between  the  United  States  and  the  Creek 
Nation  have  become  insufficient  to  meet  their  mutual  necessities ;  and 
whereas  the   Creeks   made   a  treaty  with  the  so-called  confederate 
states,  on  the  tenth  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
whereby  they  ignored  their  allegiance  to  the  United  States,  and  unset- 
tled the  treaty  relations  existing  between  the  Creeks  and  the  United 
States,  and  did  so  render  themselves  liable  to  forfeit  to  the  United 
States  all  benefits  and  advantages  enjoyed  by  them  in  lands,  annuities, 
protection,  and  immunities,  including  their  lands  and  other  property 
held  by  grant  or  gift  from  the  United  States ;  and  whereas  in  view  of 
said  liabilities  the  United  States  require  of  the  Creeks  a  portion  of 
their  land  whereon  to  settle  other  Indians;  and  whereas  a  treaty  of 
peace  and  amity  was  entered  into  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Creeks  and  other  tribes  at  Fort  Smith,  September  tenth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five,  whereby  the  Creeks  revoked,  cancelled,  and  repu- 
diated the  aforesaid  treaty  made  with  the  so-called  confederate  states  ? 
and  whereas  the  United  States,  through  its  commissioners,  in  « 
treaty  of  peace  and  amity,  promised  to  enter  into  treaty  w" 
Creeks  to  arrange  and  settle  all  questions  relating  to  and  f" 
of  said  treaty  with  the  so-called  confederate  states :  N" 
the  Utiitt^d  States,  by  its  commiasiancrs,  and  the  abov 
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4uition  independent  and  self-sustaining,  and  to  par  tne  damages  sustained 
by  the  mission  schools  on  the  North  Fork  and  tne  Arkansas  rivefs,  not 
to  exceed  two  tliousand  dollars,  and  to  pay  the  delegates  sach  per  diem 
as  the  agent  and  Creek  council  may  agree  upon,  as  a  just  and  fair  com- 
pensation, all  of  which  shall  be  distributed  for  that  purpose  by  the  agent, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Creek  council,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  (he  Inteiior.  One  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  to  soldiers 
that  enlisted  in  the  Federal  army  and  the  loyal  refugee  Indians  and 
freedmen  who  were  di-iven  from  their  homes  by  the  Rebel  forces,  to  re- 
imburse them  in  proportion  to  their  respective  losses;  four  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  be  paid  per  capita  in  money  to  said  Creek  nation,  un- 
less otherwise  directed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  as  the  same  may  accrue  from 
the  sale  of  land  to  other  Indians.  The  United  States  agree  to  pay  to 
Faid  Indians,  in  such  manner  and  for  such  purposes  as  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  may  direct,  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum 
from  the  date  of  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  on  the  amount  hereinbe- 
fore agreed  upon  for  said  ceded  lands,  after  deducting  the  said  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars ;  the  residue,  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand 
one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars,  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  interest  tliereon,  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per 
annum,  be  annually  paid  to  said  Creeks  as  above  stipulated. 

Article  IV.  Immediately  after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty  the 
United  States  agree  to  ascertain  the  amount  due  the  respective  soldiers 
who  enlisted  in  the  Federal  army,  loyal  refugee  Indians  and  freedmen, 
in  proportion  to  their  several  losses,  and  to  pay  the  amount  awarded 
each,  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit :  A  census  of  the  Creeks  shall  be 
taken  by  the  agent  of  the  United  States  for  said  nation,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  a  roll  of  the  names  of  all  sol- 
diers that  enlisted  in  the  Federal  army,  loyal  refugee  Indians,  and  freed- 
men, be  made  by  him.  The  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  for  the 
Southern  superintendency  and  the  agent  of  the  United  States  for  the 
Creek  nation  shall  proceed  to  investigate  and  determine  from  said  roll 
the  amounts  due  the  respective  refugee  Indians,  and  shall  transmit  to  the 
commissioner  of  Indian  affairs  for  his  approval,  and  that  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  their  awards,  together  with  the  reasons  therefor.  In  case 
the  awards  so  made  shall  be  duly  approved,  said  awards  shall  be  paid 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  lands  within  one  year  from  the  rat- 
ification of  this  treaty,  or  so  soon  as  said  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand 
($100,000)  dollars  can  be  raised  from  the  sale  of  said  land  to  other  In- 
dians. 

Article  Y.  The  Creek  nation  hereby  grant  a  right  of  way  through 
their  lands,  to  the  Choctaw  and  Chickasaw  country,  to  any  company 
which  shall  be  duly  authorized  by  Congress,  and  shall,  with  the  express 
consent  and  approbation  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  undertake  to 
construct  a  niili*oad  from  any  point  north  of  to  any  point  in  or  south  of 
the  Creek  country,  and  likewise  from  any  point  on  their  eastern  to  their 
western  or  southern  boundary,  but  said  railroad  company,  together  with 
all  its  agents  and  employd'),  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  relating  to  intercourse  with  Indian  tribes,  and  also  to  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for 
that  purpose,  and  the  Creeks  agree  to  sell  to  the  United  States,  or  any 
company  duly  authorized  as  aforesaid,  such  lands  not  legally  owned  or 
occupied  by  a  member  or  members  of  the  Creek  nation,  lying  along  the 
line  of  said  contemplated  railroad,  not  exceeding  on  eadi  side  thereof  a 
belt  or  strip  of  land  three  miles  in  width,  at  such  price  per  acre  as  may 
be  eventually  agreed  upon  between  said  Creek  nation  and  the  party  or 
parties  building  said  road,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States :  Provided^  however^  That  said  land  thus  sold  shall  not  be 
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superintendent  of  Indian  affairs,  who  for  that  purpose  is  hereby  authorized 
to  designate  and  appoint  competent  persons,  whose  compensation  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  paid  by  the  United  States. 

Second.  The  first  general  council  shall  consist  of  one  member  fh>m     FintniMna 
each  tribe,  and  an  additional  member  for  each  one  thousand  Indians,  or  J^^jJ^J^ 
each  fraction  of  a  thousand  greater-  than  five  hundred,  being  members  of       P<**^ 
any  tribe  lawfully  resident  in  said  territory,  and  shall  be  selected  by  said 
tribes  respectively,  who  may  assent  to  the  establishment  of  said  general 
council,  and  if  none  should  be  thus  formally  selected  by  any  nation  or 
tribe,  the  said  nation  or  tribe  shall  be  represented  in  said  general  council 
by  the  chief  or  chiefs  and  headmen  of  said  tribe,  to  be  taken  in  the  order 
of  their  rank  as  recognized  in  tribal  usage,  in  the  same  number  and  pro- 
portion as  above  indicated.    Ader  the  said  census  shall  have  been  taken 
and  completed,  the  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  shall  publish  and  de- 
clare to  each  tribe  the  number  of  members  of  said  council  to  which  they 
shall  be  entitled  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  and  the  persons  en- 
titled to  so  represent  said  tribes  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  he     Time  and 
shall  appoint,  but  thereafter  the  time  and  place  of  the  sessions  of  said  pl«»ofmeetliif.

Third.  Said  general  council  shall  have  power  to  legislate  upon  all  right-  Powers  of  gen- 
ful  subjects  and  matters  pertaining  to  the  intercourse  and  relations  of  the  •"*  oonnoil* 
Indian  tribes  and  nations  resident  in  said  territory,  the  arrest  and  extradi- 
tion of  criminals  and  offenders  escaping  from  one  tribe  to  another,  the  ad- 
ministration of  justice  between  members  of  the  several  tribes  of  said  ter- 
ritor}',  and  persons  other  than  Indians  and  members  of  said  tribes  or  nations, 
the  con^(truclion  of  works  of  internal  improvement,  and  the  common  defence 
and  safety  of  the  nations  of  said  territory.  All  laws  enacted  by  said  gen- 
eral council  shall  take  effect  at  such  time  as  may  therein  be  provided,  un- 
less suspended  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States.  No  law  shall  be  enacted  inconsistent  with  the 
Ck)n8titution  of  the  United  States,  or  the  laws  of  Congress,  or  existing 
treaty  stipulations  with  the  United  States,  nor  shall  said  oouncil  legislate 
upon  matters  pertaining  to  the  organization,  laws,  or  customs  of  the  sev- 
eral tribes,  except  as  herein  provided  for. 

Fourth.  Said  council  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  superintendent  of  ^^<>  ^  ^^^ 
Indian  affairs,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  from  any  cause,  the  duties  of  said 
superintendent  enumerated  in  this  article  shall  be  performed  by  such  per- 
son as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  direct. 

Fifth.  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  appoint  a  secretary  of  said     Secretarj  of 
council,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  the  pro-  °**'"*®"' 
ceediugs  of  said  council,  and  who  shall  transmit  a  true  copy  of  all  such 
proceeiiings,  duly  certified  by  the  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs,  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  immediately  af^er  the  sessions  of  said  council 
shall  terminate.     He  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  United     P*J* 
States  an  annual/^  salary  of  &ve  hundi*ed  dollars. 

Sixth.  The  members  of  said  council*  shall  be  paid  by  the  United  States  .  ^^^  ^  mem- 
the  sum  of  four  dollars  per  diem  during  the  time  actually  in  attendance     "" 
on  the  sessions  of  said  council,  and  at  the  rate  of  four  dollars  for  every 
twenty  miles  necessar[il]y  travelled  by  them  in  going  to  and  returning 
to  their  homes,  respectively,  from  said  council,  to  be  certified  by  the  sec- 
retary of  said  oouncil  and  the  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs. 

Seventh.  The  Creeks  also  agree  that  a  court  or  courts  may  be  estab-     Ckmrti. 
lished  in  said  territory,  with  such  jurisdiction  and  organized  in  such  man- 
ner as  Congress  may  by  law  provide. 

Article  XL  The  stipulations  of  this  treaty  are  to  be  a  full  settle-  y^^ll^^ *^ 
tueot  of  all  claims  of  ^d  Creek  nation  for  damages  and  lo^e^  of  every  meni''

Whereas  a  treaty  was  made  and  concluded  at  the  Delaware  Agency,  Pnamblai 
Kansas,  on  the  fourth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  by  and  between  Thomas  Murphy,  John  G. 
Pratt,  and  William  H.  Watson,  Commissioners,  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  and  Captain  John  Connor,  Captain  Sarcoxie,  Charles  Joumeycake, 
and  other  chiefs  and  councillors  of  the  Delaware  tribe  of  Indians,  on  the 
part  of  said  tribe  of  Indians,  and  duly  authorized  thereto  by  them,  which 
treaty  is  iu  the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit :  — 

Articles  of  Agreement  between  the  United  States  and  the  chiefs  and     Contnetiqg 
councillors  of  the  Delaware  Indians,  on  behalf  of  said  tribe,  made  at  t^^*^^** 
the  Delaware  Agency,  Kansas,  on  the  fourth  day  of  July,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-six. 

Whereas  Congress  has  by  law  made  it  the  duty  of  the  President  of  PrMunble. 
the  United  States  to  provide  by  treaty  for  the  removal  of  the  Indian 
tribes  from  the  State  of  Kansas ;  and  whereas  the  Delaware  Indians  have 
expressed  a  wish  to  remove  from  their  present  reservation  in  said  State 
to  the  Indian  country,  located  between  the  States  of  Kansas  and  Texas ; 
and  whereas  the  United  States  have,  by  treaties  negotiated  with  the 
Choctaws  and  Chickasaws,  with  the  Creeks,  and  with  the  Seminoles,  In* 
dian  tribes  residing  in  said  Indian  country,  acquired  the  right' to  locate 
other  Indian  tribes  within  the  limits  of  the  same ;  and  whereas  the  Mis- 
souri River  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  existing  in  the  State  of 
Kansas  by  the  laws  tliereof  —  and  which  company  has  built  a  railroad 
connectin<r  with  the  Pacific  Railroad,  from  near  the  mouth  of  the  Kaw 
River  to  Leavenworth,  in  aid  of  which  road  the  Dela wares,  by  treaty  in 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  agreed  to  dispose  of  their  lands,  —  has 
expressed  a  desire  to  purchase  the  present  Delaware  Indian  reservation 
in  the  said  State,  in  a  body,  at  a  fair  price : 

It  is  hereby  agreed  between  Thom&s  Murphy,  superintendent  of  Indian 
affairs,  John  G.  Pratt,  agent  for  the  Delawares,  and  William  H.  Watson, 
special  commissioner,  who  are  duly  appointed  to  act  for  the  United  States ; 
and  Captain  John  Connor,  Captain  Sarcoxie,  and  Charles  Joumeycake, 
chiefs,  and  James  Ketchum,  James  Connor,  Andrew  Miller,  and  John 
Sarcoxie,  councillors,  duly  appointed  and  authorized  by  said  Delaware 
Indians  to  act  for  them  and  in  their  behalf,  to  wit:  —

worth,  Pawnee,  and  Western  Railroad  Company,  according  to  the  terms  wares, 
of  a  treaty  ratified  August  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty, 
and  supplemental  treaties,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions,  restric- 
tions, and  limitations  thereof 


them  in  the  Indian  ooantrjy  and  protection  from  hostile  Indians  and  in- 
ternal strife  and  civil  war,  and  a  full  and  just  participation  in  any  general 
council  or  territorial  government  that  may  be  established  for  the  nations 
and  tribes  residing  in  said  Indian  country. 

Artiolb  YI.  It  is  agreed  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Dela-  Prooaedi  of 
ware  lands  herein  provided  for  shall  be  paid  to  said  Indians  in  the  man-  {l^^f^^^e^ 
ner  following,  to  wit :  Whenever  the  Department  of  the  Interior  shall  be  inmaDs,andhoir. 
notified  by  the  ooundl,  through  the  agent,  that  any  of  the  Dela  wares  who 
hold  land  in  severalty  are  ready  to  remove,  at  the  same  time  describing  their 
albtments,  there  shall  be  paid  to  each  such  person  the  value  of  his  allot- 
ment, and  that  of  his  family,  to  enable  him  to  remove  to  and  improve  his 
new  home,  provided  the  money  for  the  said  allotment  shall  have  been 
paid  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  and  while  said  money,  or  any  part 
thereof^  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  the  Delawarea 
ahall  be  entitled  to  reoeiive  interest  on  the  amount  so  retained  at  the  rate 
of  five  (5)  per  cent  per  annum.  And  the  residue  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  the  Delaware  lands,  being  those  which  have  not  lieen  allotted, 
or  which  have  once  been  allotted,  but  have  been  abandoned  by  the  allot- 
tees, shall  be  added  to  the  general  fund  of  the  Delawarea,  interest  thereon 
to  be  paid  to  the  Indians  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  in  re- 
gard to  that  fund. 

Article  VIL    Within  thirty  days  after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty  ^^?™S*^  ^l^ 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  give  the  said  Mis-  Mfssouri  River 
souri  River  Railroad  Company  notice  that  he  is  authorized  to  contract  Railroad  Oomr 
with  them  or  other  responsible  party  or  parties  for  the  sale  of  said  lands  P^^^* 
Cfn  the  terms  specified  in  this  treaty,  indicating  the  approximate  quantity 
thereof;  and  within  twenty  days  afler  receiving  said  notice  at  their  usual 
place  of  doing  business  in  the  State  of  Kansas  it  shall  be  competent  for 
•aid  company  to  elect  to  make  the  purchase,  by  filing  with  the  said  Sec- 
retary their  bond,  with  approved  security,  in  double  the  amount  proposed 
to  be  pud  by  them  for  the  whole  of  said  lands,  guaranteeing  that  they 
will  purchase  all  of  the  lands  to  be  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this 
treaty,  and  that  they  will  pay  for  them  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
ther^f.     And  upon  the  filing  of  a  satisfactory  bond  as  above  provided  by 
said  company,  the  contract  for  such  purchase  shall  be  concluded  by  the 
said  Secretary  with  said  Missouri  River  Railroad  Company,  at  not  less 
than  two  dollars  and  fifly  cents  per  acre  for  the  whole  of  the  lands  here- 
in provided  to  be  sold:  Provided,  however,  That  if  said  railroad  company     K  ^^^JJP* 
shall  not  within  the  twenty  days  above  limited  file  its  bond  for  the  pur-  Shen!*        ** 
chase  as  herein  prescribed,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  at  the  ex- 
piration of  that  time  accept  any  ofier  for  the  whole  of  said  lands  in  one 
body,  at  not  less  than  two  dollars  and  fifly  cents  per  acre,  from  any  other 
responsible  parties ;  but  no  offer  shall  be  considered  from  other  parties 
than  said  Missouri  River  Railroad  Company,  unless  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  of  deposit  in  the  First  National  Bank  of  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  to  the  credit  of  the  said  Secretary,  for  an  amount  equal  to  ten 
per  cent  of  the  aggregate  value  of  the  land  at  the  price  proposed,  to  be 
forfeited  for  the  use  of  the  Delawares  if  the  sale  should  be  awarded  to 
said  person  or  corporation  so  proposing  to  purchase  the  lands,  and  said 
party  should  fail  to  make  payment  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Article  YIII.  That  within  sixty  days  after  the  sale  of  said  land  Paymentywhsa 
shall  have  been  effected,  the  purchaser  shall  pay  to  the  said  Secretary,  in  ***!*•  """"^ 
trust  for  the  Delawares,  the  stipulated  price  of  said  unallotted  lands,  with 
the  appraised  value  of  improvements  thereon,  excepting  therefrom  the 
mill  reservation,  and  the  quarter  sections  upon  which  the  council-house 
and  blacksmith  shops  are  built,  the  use  of  which  shall  be  retained  until 
the  final  removal  of  the  Delawares,  and  for  whioh  payment  shall  not  be 
required  from  the  purchaser  until  possession  is  delivered ;  and  from  time 
to  time  thereafler,  as  often  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  vhaW  notify

Article  XL    The  Delawares  aclcnowledge  their  dependence  upon     Dependenot 
the  United  States,  and  again  renew  their  pledges  of  devotion  to  the  gov-  •"**  protection, 
ernment  thereof,  and  ask  it)  protection ;  and  the  United  States  agree  to 
protect,  preserve,  and  defend  them  in  all  their  just  rights. 

Article  XII.  It  is  also  agreed  that  if  the  said  Secretary  should  not  Saleoftondi. 
be  able  to  sell  the  said  lands  as  hereinbefore  provided,  he  may  cause  the 
same  to  be  appraised,  in  separate  tracts,  at  their  fair  cash  value,  no  tract 
to  be  valued  at  less  than  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre,  and  the  same 
when  appraised  may  be  sold  at  not  less  than  the  appraised  value,  and  for 
as  much  more  as  the  same  will  bring,  and  the  money  arising  fi-om  the  sale

Article  XIII.  It  is  agreed  by  the  Delawares  that  railroad  compa-  Right  of  way 
nies  engiiged  in  building  roads  whose  routes  shall  lie  through  their  new  f<» »"«*<*•• 
reservation  in  the  Indian  country  shall  have  a  right  of  way  through  and 
over  said  lands,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  feet  in  width  for  any  such 
road,  and  also  the  right  to  enter  on  all  lands  and  take  and  use  such 
gravel,  stone,  and  other  material  except  timber  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  construction  of  such  roads  compensation  to  be  made  for  any  damages 
done  in  obtaining  such  material,  and  for  any  damages  arising  from  the  lo- 
cation or  running  of  such  roads  to  improvements  which  shall  have  been 
made  before  such  road  shall  have  been  located,  such  damages  to  be  ascer- 
tained gnder  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior. 

Article  XIV.  The  United  States  further  agree  that,  in  accordance  u^j^"****^ 
with  the  general  provisions  of  the  sixth  article  of  the  Delaware  treaty  of  Deiawiuresfor 
May  thirty,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  which  have  not  yet  been  fulfilled,  deprodattont. 
there  shall  be  credited  to  the  Delawares,  in  the  purchase  of  their  new 
reservation  in  the  Indian  country,  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars, 
which  credit  by  the  United  States  shall  be  received  by  the  Delawares  as 
a  full  settlement  of  all  claims  against  the  government  for  depredations 
upon  timber  to  the  date  of  the  signing  of  this  treaty ;  and  the  Delawares 
shall  receive,  without  cost,  from  the  United  States,  land  included  witliin 
their  new  reservation  to  the  amount  of  twenty-three  sections,  in  place  of 
the  twenty-three  sections  of  half-breed  Kaw  lands  referred  to  in  said 
sixtii  section  of  the  treaty  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty ;  and  inasmuch 
as  the  Delawares  claim  that  a  large  amount  of  stock  has  been  stolen  from 
them  by  whites  since  the  treaty  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  the 
United  States  agree  to  have  a  careful  examination  of  such  claims  made 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  when  the  value 
of  such  stolen  stock  shall  have  been  ascertained,  the  same  shall  be  re- 
ported to  Congress  with  a  recommendation  for  an  appropriation  to  pay  for 
the  same ;  and  all  moneys  appropriated  for  such  purpose  shall  be  paid  to 
the  owners  of  said  stock. 

Article  XV.     It  is  also  agreed  by  the  contracting  parties  that  noth-     Delawnret  no! 
ing  contained  in  this  treaty  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  require  the  Dela-  ^"h^'JJ  ar» 
wares  to  remove  fi*om  their  present  homes,  until  after  they  shall  have  provided, 
selected  and  received  title  to  lands  for  new  homes  elsewhere. 

In  testimony  whereof,  the  said  superintendent,  agent,  and  special  com-     ExecutioB. 
missioner,  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  and  the  said  chiefs  and  council- 
lors on  behalf  of  the  Delawares,  have  hereunto  set  their  hands  and  seals 
this  fourth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six.

Whereas  a  Treaty  was  made  and  concluded  at  the  dtj  of  Washington,  Preambk. 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  the  nineteenth  day  <^  July,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundr^  and  sixty-six,  by  and  betweep 
Dennis  N.  Cooley  and  Elijah  Sells,  Commissioners,  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States,  and  Smith  Christie,  White  Catcher,  James  McDaniel,  S. 
H.  Benge,  Daniel  H.  Ross,  and  J.  B.  Jones,  delegates  of  the  Cherokee 
nation,  appointed  by  resolution  of  the  national  council,  on  the  part  of 
said  Cherokee  nation,  which  treaty  is  in  the  words  and  figures  following, 
to  wit :  — 

Articles  of  Aorebhent  akd  Contention  at  the  city  of  Washington  ^J"*"****** 
on  the  nineteenth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  P^"^^** 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  between  the  United  States,  represented  by 
Dennis  N.  Cooley,  Commissioner  of  Indian  affairs,  [and]  Elijah  Sells, 
superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  for  the  southern  superintendency,  and 
the  Cherokee  nation  of  Indians,  represented  by  its  delegates,  James 
McDaniel,  Smith  Christie,  White  Catcher,  S.  H.  Benge,  J.  B.  Jones, 
and  Daniel  H.  Ross  —  John  Ross,  principal  chief  of  the  Cherokees, 
being  too  unwell  to  join  in  these  negotiations.

Whereas  existing  treaties  between  the  United  States  and  the  Cherokee 
nation  are  deemed  to  be  insufficient,  the  said  contracting  parties  agree 
as  follows,  viz :  -r- 

Article  I.   The  pretended  treaty  made  with  the  so-called  confedierate     Pretended 
states  by  the  Cherokee  nation  on  the  seventh  day  of  October,  eighteen  ^^7  deotared 
hundt^ed  and  sixty-one,  and  repudiated  by  the  national  council  of  the  ^° 
Cherokee  nation  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-three,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  void. 

Article  II.    Amnesty  is  hereby  declared  by  the  United  States  and     Anmesty. 
the  Cherokee  nation  for  all  crimes  and  misdemeanors  committed  by  one 
Cherokee  on  the  person  or  property  of  another  Cherokee,  or  of  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  prior  to  the  fourth  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-six ;  and  no  right  of  action  arising  out  of  wrongs  committed 
in  aid  or  in  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion  shall  be  prosecuted  or  main-     Amendment 
tained  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States  or  in  the  courts  oi  the  Chero-     ^^  P-  ^^^' 
kee  nation. 

Article  IIL    The  confiscation  laws  of  the  Cherokee  nation  shall  be     Confiscation 
repealed,  and  the  same,  and  all  sales  of  farms,  and  improvements  on  real  andVormerowii- 
estate,  made  or  pretended  to  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  are  hereby  era  restored  to 
agreed  and  declared  to  be  null  and  void,  and  the  former  owners  of  such  ^^^^  rights. 
property  so  sold,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  shall  have  the  right  peaceably  to 
reoccupy  their  homes,  and  the  purchaser  under  the  confiiscation  laws,  or

prosecutor  in  a  criminal  case,  and  all  process  issued  in  said  district  bj  any 
officer  of  the  Cherokee  nation,  to  be  executed  on  an  inhabitant  residing 
outside  of  said  district,  and  all  process  issued  by  any  officer  of  the  Chero- 
kee nation  outside  of  said  district,  to  be  executed  on  an  inhabitant  resid- 
ing in  said  district,  shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes  null  and  void, 
unless  indorsed  by  the  district  judge  for  the  district  where  such  process 
is  to  be  served,  and  said  person,  so  arrested,  shall  be  held  in  custody  by 
the  officer  so  arresting  him,  until  he  shall  be  delivered  over  to  the  United 
States  marshal,  or  consent  to  be  tried  by  the  Cherokee  court :  Providedy 
That  any  or  all  the  provisions  of  this  treaty,  which  make  any  distinction 
in  rights  and  remedies  between  the  citizens  of  any  district  and  the  citi- 
zens of  the  rest  of  the  nation,  shall  be  abrogated  whenever  the  President 
shall  have  ascertained,  by  an  election  duly  ordered  by  him,  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  voters  of  such  district  desire  them  to  be  abrogated,  and 
he  shall  have  declared  such  abrogation :  And  provided  further^  That 
no  law  or  regulation,  to  be  hereafter  enacted  within  said  Cherokee  nation 
or  any  district  thereof,  prescribing  a  penalty  for  its  violation,  shall  take 
effect  or  be  enforced  until  afler  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  its  promul- 
gation, either  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  general 
circulation  in  said  Cherokee  nation,  or  by  posting  up  copies  thereof  in 
the  Cherokee  and  English  languages  in  each  district  where  the  same  is  to 
take  effect,  at  the  ususd  place  of  holding  district  courts. 

Article  VIII.  No  license  to  trade  in  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise 
merchandise  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States  to  trade  in  the  Chero- 
kee nation,  unless  approved  by  the  Cherokee  national  council,  except  in 
the  Canadian  district,  and  such  other  district  north  of  Arkansas  river 
and  west  of  Grand  river  occupied  by  the  so-called  southern  Cherokees, 
as  provided  in  Article  IV.  of  this  treaty. 

Article  IX.  The  Cherokee  nation  having,  voluntarily,  in  February, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  by  an  act  of  their  national  council,  for- 
ever abolished  slavery,  hereby  covenant  and  agree  that  never  hereafter 
shall  either  slavery  or  involuntary  servitude  exist  in  their  nation  otherwise 
than  in  the  punishment  of  crime,  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly 
convicted,  in  accordance  with  laws  applicable  to  all  the  members  of  said 
tribe  alike.  They  further  agree  that  all  freedmen  who  have  been  liberat- 
ed by  voluntary  act  of  their  former  owners  or  by  law,  as  well  as  all  free 
colored  persons  who  were  in  the  country  at  the  commencement  of  the 
rebellion,  and  are  now  residents  therein,  or  who  may  return  within  six 
months,  and  their  descendants,  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  native  Chero- 
kees :  Provided^  That  owners  of  slaves  so  emancipated  in  the  Cherokee 
nation  shall  never  receive  any  compensation  or  pay  for  the  slaves  so 
emancipated. 

Article  X.  Every  Cherokee  and  freed  person  resident  in  the  Chero- 
kee nation  shall  have  the  right  to  sell  any  products  of  his  farm,  including 
his  or  her  live  stock,  or  any  merchandise  or  manufactured  products,  and 
to  ship  and  drive  the  same  to  market  without  restraint,  paying  any  tax 
thereon  which  is  now  or  may  be  levied  by  the  United  States  on  the  quan- 
tity sold  outside  of  the  Indian  territory. 

Article  XL  The  Cherokee  nation  hereby  grant  a  right  of  way  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  feet  wide,  except  at  stations,  switches,  water-sta- 
tions, or  crossing  of  rivers,  where  more  may  be  indispensable  to  the  full 
enjoyment  of  the  franchise  herein  granted,  and  then  only  two  hundred 
additional  feet  shall  be  taken,  and  only  for  such  length  as  may  be  abso- 
lutely necessary,  through  all  their  lands,  Us  sluj  company  or  corporation 
which  shall  be  duly  authorized  by  Congress  to  construct  a  railroad  fr*^

The  council  shall  elect  a  secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to     Secrotary  of 
keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  said  ^x>uncil,  and  who  ^^^^ 
shall  transmit  a  true  copy  of  all  such  proceedings,  duly  certified  by  the 
pn^siding  ofBcer  of  such  council,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  to 
each  tri^  or  nation  represented  in  said  council,  immediately  after  the  ses* 
sions  of  snid  council  shall  terminate.

The  meml)ers  of  said  council  shall  be  paid  by  the  United  States     Pay  of  iiiea»- 
the  8um  of  four  dollars  per  diem  during  the  term  actually  in  attendance  h«"o'o<«n«l* 
on  the  sessions  of  said  council,  and  at  the  rate  of  four  dollars  for  every 
twenty  miles  necessarily  travelled  by  them  in  going  from  and  returning  to 
their  homes,  respectively,  from  said  council,  to  be  certified  by  the  secretary 
and  presiilent  of  the  said  council. 

AiiTiCLE  XIIT.  The  Cherokees  also  agree  that  a  court  or  courts  may  Coiirtt. 
be  established  by  the  United  States  in  said  territory,  with  such  jurisdic- 
tion and  organized  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law :  iVo- 
vided^  That  the  judicial  tribunals  of  the  nation  shall  be  allowed  to  retain 
exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  within  their 
country  in  which  members  of  the  nation,  by  nativity  or  adoption,  shall  be 
the  only  parties,  or  where  the  cause  of  action  shall  arise  in  the  Cherokee 
nation,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  treaty. 

Article  XIV.  The  right  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  a  quantity  of     I**"^*  'S"^'" 
land  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  to  be  selected  according  u^^JopalLo^r 
to  legal  subdivisions  in  one  body,  and  to  include  their  improvements,  and 
not  including  the  improvements  of  any  member  of  the  Cherokee  nation, 
is  hereby  granted  to  every  society  or  denomination  which  has  erected,  or 
which  with  the  consent  of  the  national  council  may  hereafter  erect,  build- 
ings within  the  Cherokee  country  for  missionary  or  educational  purposes.

States,  and  in  cases  of  disagreement  the  price  to  be  fixed  by  the  President. 

And  the  said  tribe  thus  settled  shall  also  pay  into  the  national  fund  a    topaytnminto

Article  XVIII.  That  anj  lands  owned  by  the  Cherokees  in  the  State 
of  Arkansas  and  in  States  east  of  the  Mississippi  may  be  sold  by  the  Cher-  oke«i*oflanS*ta 
okee  nation  in  such  manner  as  their  national  council  may  prescribe,  all  Arkansas. 
such  8ales  beino^  first  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Article  XIX.  All  Cherokee^  being  heads  of  families  residing  at  the  Heads  of  fiun- 
date  of  the  ratification  of  this  treaty  on  any  of  the  lands  herein  ceded,  or  '^^^'* 
authorized  to  be  sold,  and  desiring  to  remove  to  the  reserved  country, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  purchasers  of  said  lands  the  value  of  such  improve- 
ments, to  be  ascertained  and  appraised  by  the  commissioners  who  appraise 
ihe  land.<3,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior ;  and  if 
he  shall  elect  to  remain  on  the  land  now  occupied  by  him,  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  a  patent  from  the  United  States  in  fee  simple  for  three  hundred 
and  twenty  acres  of  land  to  include  his  improvements,  and  thereupon  he 
and  his  family  shall  cease  to  be  members  of  the  nation. 

Article  XX.  Whenever  the  Cherokee  national  council  shall  request    Lands  recerred 
it,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  cause  the  country  reserved  for  the  J^d  aUotteX**^ 
Cherokees  to  be  surveyed  and  allotted  among  them,  at  the  expense  of  the 
United  States. 

Article  XXI.  It  being  difficult  to  learn  the  precise  boundary  line  be-     Boundary  line 
tween  the  Cherokee  country  and  the  States  of  Arkansas,  Missouri,  and  l^kedT 
Kansas,  it  is  agreed  that  the  United  States  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  cause 
the  same  to  be  run  as  far  west  as  the  Arkansas,  and  marked  by  perma- 
nent and  conspicuous  monuments,  by  two  commissioners,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  designated  by  the  Cherokee  national  council. 

Article  XXII.  The  Cherokee  national  council,  or  any  duly  appointed     Agent  of 
delegation  thereof,  shall  have  the  privilege  to  appoint  an  agent  to  examine  Cherokees  to  ex- 
the  accounts  of  the  nation  with  the  government  of  the  United  States  at  b^kf,  ^T'^"^' 
such  time  as  they  may  see  proper,  and  to  continue  or  discharge  such 
agent,  and  to  appoint  another,  as  may  be  thought  best  by  such  council  or 
delegation ;  and  such  agent  shall  have  free  access  to  all  accounts  and 
books  in  the  executive  departments  relating  to  the  business  of  said  Cher- 
okee nation,  and  an  opportunity  to  examine  the  same  in  the  presence  of 
the  officer  having  such  books  and  papers  in  charge. 

Article  XXIII.  All  funds  now  due  the  nation,  or  that  may  hereafter     Funds,  how  to 
accrue  from  the  sale  of  their  lands  by  the  United  States  as  hereinbefore  ^  inveBted. 
provided  for,  shall  be  invested  in  United  States  registered  stocks  at  their 
current  value,  and  the  interest  on  all  said  funds  shall  be  paid  semi-annu-     Interest,  how 
ally  on  the  order  of  the  Cherokee  nation,  and  shall  be  applied  to  the  fol-  ^  ^  P^^^ 
lowing  purposes,  to  wit :  Thirty-five  per  cent  shall  be  applied  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  common  schools  of  the  nation  and  educational  purposes ;  fifteen 
per  cent  for  the  orphan  fund,  and  fifty  per  cent  for  general  purposes,  in- 
cluding reasonable  salaries  of  district  officers ;  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Intenor,  with  the  approval  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  may  pay 
out  of  the  funds  due  the  nation,  on  the  order  of  the  national  council  or  a 
delegation  duly  authorized  by  it,  such  amount  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
to  meet  outstanding  obligations  of  the  Cherokee  nation,  caused  by  the  sus- 
pension of  the  payment  of  their  annuities,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Article  XXIV.     As  a  slight  testimony  for  the  useful  and  arduous     Payment  to 
services  of  the  Rev.  Evan  Jones,  for  forty  years  a  missionary  in  the  R«v.EvanJouefc 
Cherokee  nation,  now  a  cripple,  old  and  poor,  it  is  agreed  that  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars  be  paid  to  him,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  out  of  any  Cherokee  fund  in  or  to  come  into  his  hands 
not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Article  XXV.    A  large  number  of  the  Cherokees  who  served  in  the 
army  of  the  United  States  having  died,  leaving  no  heirs  entitled  to  receive     Bounties  and 
houuties  and  arrears  of  pay  on  account  of  such  service,  it  is  agrt^ed  that  ^JTluJU^'^'^  *

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WflVRBAS,  hy  proclamations  of  the  fifteenth  and  nineteenth  of  April,  one  Preamble, 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixtj-one,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  in  VoL  xU.  p.  ISM 
virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  him  bj  the  Constitution  and  the  laws,  declared 
that  the  laws  of  the  United  States  were  opposed,  and  the  execution  thereof  ob- 
structed, in  the  States  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Fkmda,  Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana,  and  Texas,  hy  combinations  too  powerful  to  be  suppressed  hy 
the  ordinarj  course  of  judicial  proceedings,  or  hy  tne  powers  vested  in  the  mar- 
shals hy  law ; 

And  whereas,  hy  another  proclamation,  made  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  August,  VoL  xii.  p.  un. 
in  the  same  'year,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  thirteen,  !^>^  1^  i-S* 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  mhabitants  of  the  States  of  ^ 

Georgia,  South  Carolina,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  Lou- 
isiana, Texas,  Arkansas,  Mississippi,  and  Florida  (except  the  inhabitants  of 
that  part  of  the  State  of  Virginia  lying  west  of  the  Alleghany  Mountains,  and 
of  such  other  parts  of  that  State  and  tne  other  States  before  named,  as  might 
maintain  a  loyal  adhesion  to  the  Union  and  the  Constitution,  or  might  be  from 
time  to  time  occupied  and  controlled  by  forces  of  the  United  States  enga^ped 
in  the  dispersion  of  insurgents)  were  declared  to  be  in  a  state  of  insurrection 
against  the  United  States; 

And  whereas,  by  another  proclamation,  of  the  first  dav  of  July,  one  thon-  VoL  xU.  p.  IMC 
sand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  issued  in  pursuance  of  an  act  (»f  Congress 
appTOv^  June  seven,  in  the  same  year,  the  insurrection  was  declared  to  be 
still  existing  in  the  States  aforesaid,  with  the  exception  of  certain  specified 
counties  in  the  State  of  Virginia ; 

And  whereas,  by  another  proclamation,  made  on  the  second  day  of  April,  Vol.  xiU.  d.  78C 
one  thousand  eight  hundced  and  sixt^-three,  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  Con-  !?^«^^*  *•  i.,* 
gress  of  July  thirteen,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  excep-  1^ 

tions  named  in  the  proclamation  of  Au^ist  sixteen,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-one  were  revoked,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  States  of  Georma, 
South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Ar- 
kansas, Mississippi,  Florida,  and  ^rginia  (except  the  forty-eight  counties  of  Vir- 
?inia  designated  as'  West  Viivinia,  and  the  ports  of  New  Orleans,  Ke^  West, 
ort  Royal,  and  Beaufort,  in  i^orth  Carolina)  were  declared  to  be  still  in  a 
state  of  insurrection  against  the  United  States ; 

And  whereas  the  House  of  Representatives,  on  the  twenty-second  day  of 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  adopted  a  resolution  in  the 
words  following,  namenr : — 

^  Jlesdoed  btf  the  ifouse  of  Representatives  of  the  Congress  of  the  United 
Statesj  That  the  present  deplorable  civil  war  has  been  forced  upon  the 
country  by  the  disunionists  or  the  southern  States,  now  in  revolt  against  the 
Constitutional  government,  and  in  arms  around  the  capital ;  that  in  this  na- 
tional emergency.  Congress,  banishing  all  feelings  of  mere  passion  or  resent- 
ment, will  recollect  only  its  duty  to  the  whole  country ;  that  this  war  is  not 
waged  upon  our  part  in  any  spirit  of  oppression  nor  for  any  purpose  of  con- 
quest or  subjugation,  nor  purpose  of  overthrowing  or  interfering  with  the  rights 
or  established  institutions  of  those  States,  but  to  defend  and  maintain  the 
supremacy  of  the  Constitution,  and  to  preserve  the  Union  with  all  the  dignity, 
equality,  and  rights  of  the  several  States  unimpaired ;  and  that  as  soon  as  tbp" 
objects  are  accomplished  the  war  ought  to  cease." 
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July,  one  thoiuand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  adopted  a  resolution  in  the 
words  following,  to  wit:  — 

"  Resolved^  That  the  present  deplorable  civil  war  has  been  forced  npon  the 
country  by  the  disunionists  of  the  Southern  States,  now  in  revolt  against  the 
Constitutional  government,  and  in  arms  around  the  capital;  that  in  this  na- 
tional emergency,  Congress,  banishine  all  feeling  of  mere  passion  or  resentment, 
will  recollect  only  its  duty  to  the  whole  country ;  that  this  war  is  not  prosecuted 
upon  our  part  in  any  spirit  of  oppression  nor  for  anjr  purpose  of  conquest  or  sub- 
jugation, nor  purpose  of  overturowing  or  intcrfenng  with  the  rights  or  estab- 
lished institutions  of  those  States,  but  to  defend  and  maintain  the  supremacy  of 
the  Constitution  and  all  laws  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  to  preserve  the 
Union  with  all  the  dignity,  eauality,  and  rights  of  the  several  States  nnim- 
paired ;  that  as  soon  as  these  oojects  are  accomplished  the  war  ought  to  cease." 

And  whereas  these  resolutions,  though  not  joint  or  concurrent  in  form,  are 
substantially  identical,  and  as  such  may  be  regarded  as  having  expressed  the 
sense  of  Congress  upon  the  subject  to  which  they  relate ; 
Va.  xiii.  p.  758.  And  whereas,  bv  my  proclamation  of  the  thirteenth  day  of  June  last,  the  in- 
surrection in  the  State  of  Tennessee  was  declared  to  have  been  supprened,  the 
authority  of  the  United  States  therein  to  be  undisputed,  and  such  united  States 
officers  as  had  been  duly  commissioned  to  be  in  the  undisturbed  exercise  of 
their  official  functions ; 

And  whereas  there  now  exists  no  omnized  armed  resistance  of  misguided 
oitizens  or  others  to  the  authority  of  the  united  States  in  the  States  of  Georgia, 
South  Carolina,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Ar- 
kansas, Mississippi,  and  Florida,  and  the  laws  can  be  sustained  and  enforced 
therein  by  the  proper  civil  authority.  State  or  Federal,  and  the  people  of  said 
States  are  well  and  loyally  disposed,  and  have  confonned  or  will  conform  in  their 
le^sktion  to  the  condition  of  affairs  ^wing  out  of  the  amendment  to  the  Con> 
stitution  of  the  United  States,  prohibiting  sUvery  within  the  limits  and  junsdio- 
taon  of  the  United  States ; 

And  whereas,  in  view  of  the  before-reoited  premises,  it  is  the  manifest  deter- 
mination of  the  American  people  that  no  State,  of  its  own  will,  has  the  right  or 
the  power  to  go  out  of,  or  separate  itself  from,  or  be  separated  from  the  £neri- 
can  union,  and  that  therefore  each  State  ought  to  remain  and  constitnte  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  United  States ; 

And  whereas  the  people  of  the  several  before-mentioned  States  haves  in  the 
manner  aforesaid,  given  satisfactory  evidence^  that  they  acquiesce  in  this  sove- 
reign and  important  resolution  of  national  unity ; 

And  whereas  it  is  believed  to  be  a  fundamental  principle  of  government  that 
people  who  have  revolted,  and  who  have  been  overcome  and  subdued,  must 
either  be  dealt  with  so  as  to  induce  them  voluntarily  to  become  friends,  or  else 
they  must  be  held  by  absolute  military  power,  or  devastated,  so  as  to  prevent 
them  from  ever  again  doing  harm  as  enemies,  which  last-named  policy  is  abhor- 
rent to  humanity  and  to  freedom ; 

And  whereas  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  provides  for  constitu- 
ent communities  only  as  States,  and  not  as  Territories,  dependencies,  provinces, 
Ckr  protectorates ; 

And  whereas  such  constituent  States  must  necessarily  be,  and  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  are  made  equals,  and  placea  upon  a  like 
footing  as  to  political  rights,  immunities,  dignity,  and  power  with  the  several 
States  with  which  thev  are  united  i     .  .       *        . 

And  whereas  the  observance  of  political  equality  as  a  principle  of  right  and 

C;ice  18  well  calculated  to  encourage  the  people  of  the  aforesaid  States  to  be  and 
ome  more  and  more  constant  and  persevering  in  their  renewed  allc^ance ; 

And  whereas  standing  armies,  mihtary  occupation,  martial  law,  military  tri- 
bunals, and  the  suspension  of  the  privilege  of  tne  writ  of  habeas  corpus  are,  in 
time  of  peace,  dangerous  to  public  liberty,  incompatible  with  the  individual 
rights  of  the  citizen,  contrary  to  the  genius  and  spirit  of  our  fi^ee  institutions, 
and  exhaustive  of  the  national  resources,  and  ooght  not,  therefore,  to  be  sanc- 
tioned or  allowed,  except  in  cases  of  actual  necessity,  for  repelling  invasion  or 
suppressing  insurrection  or  rebellion ; 

And  whereas  the  policy  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  insurrection  to  its  overthrow  and  final  suppression,  has  been  in 
conformity  with  the  principles  herein  set  forth  and  enumerated ;

A  PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas  it  has  become  known  to  me  that  certain  evil-disposed  persons  haye, 
within  the  territory  and  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  begun  and  set  on  foot 
and  have  provided  and  prepared  and  are  still  engaged  in  providing  and  prepar- 
ing means  fbr  a  military  expedition  and  enterprise,  which  expedition  and  en- 
terprise is  to  be  carried  on  from  the  territory  and  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States  against  colonies,  districts  and  people  of  British  North  America  within 
the  dominions  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  with  which 
said  colonies,  districts  and  people  and  Kingdom  the  United  States  arc  at  peace; 
^  And  whereas  the  proceedings  aforesaid  constitute  a  high  misdemeanor,  for- 
bidden by  the  laws  or  the  United  States  as  well  as  by  the  law  of  nations : 

Now,  therefore,  for  the  puniose  of  preventing  the  carrying  on  of  the  unlawful 
ex|>edition  and  enterprise  aforesaid  from  the  territory  and  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  and  to  maintain  the  public  peace,  as  well  as  the  national  honor, 
and  enforce  obedience  and  respect  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  I,  Andrew 
Johnson,  President  of  the  United  States,  do  admonish  and  warn  all  good  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  against  taking  part  in  or  in  anywise  aiding,  countenan- 
cing or  abetting  said  unlawful  proceedmgs ;  and  I  do  exhort  all  judges,  magis- 
trates, marshals  and  o/Bcers  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  to  employ  all 
their  lawful  authority  and  power  to  prevent  and  defeat  the  aforesaid  unlawiiil 
proceedings,  and  to  arrest  and  bring  to  justice  all  persons  who  may  be  engaged 
therein. 

And  pursuant  to  the  act  of  Congress  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  I  do 
furthermore  authorize  and  empower  Major-Greneral  George  G.  Meade,  Com- 
mander of  the  Military  Division  of  the  Atlantic,  to  employ  the  land  and  naval 
fprces  of  the  United  States  and  the  militia  thereof,  to  arrest  and  prevent  the 
setting  on  foot  and  carrying  on  the  expedition  and  enterprise  aforesaid.

^  WnKHKAS  a  war  is  existing  in  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  aggrayated  hy  for- 
eign military  intervention ; 

And  whereas  the  United  States,  in  accordance  with  their  settled  habits  and 
policy,  are  a  neutral  power  in  regard  *o  the  war  which  thus  afflicts  the  Republic 
of  Mexico; 

And  whereas  it  has  become  known  that  one  of  the  belligerents  in  the  said 
war,  namely,  the  Prince  Maximilian,  who  asserts  himself  to  be  Emperor  in 
Mexico,  has  issued  a  decree  in  regard  to  the  port  of  Matamoras,  and  other  Mex- 
ican ports  which  are  in  the  occupation  ana  possession  of  another  of  the  said 
belligerents,  namely,  the  United  States  of  Mexico,  which  decree  is  in  the  fol- 
lowing words:  — 

**  The  port  of  Matamoras,  and  all  those  of  the  northern  frontier  which  have 
withdrawn  from  their  obedience  to  the  government,  are  closed  to  foreicn  and 
coasting  traffic  during  such  time  as  the  empire  of  the  law  shall  not  be  Uierein 
reinstated. 

^  Art.  Sd.  Merchandise  proceeding  from  the  said  ports,  on  arriving  at  anj 
other  where  the  excise  of  tlie  Empire  is  collected,  shaft  pay  the  duties  on  im- 
portation, introduction,  and  consumption ;  and  on  satisfactory  proof  of  contra- 
vention shall  be  irremissibly  confiscated.  Our  Minister  of  the  Treasury  is 
charged  with  the  punctual  execution  of  this  decree. 

•<  Given  at  Mexico,  tlie  9th  of  July,  1866." 

And  whereas  the  decree  thus  recited,  by  declaring  a  belligerent  blockade  un- 
supported by  competent  military  or  naval  force,  is  in  violation  of  the  neutral 
rights  of  the  United  States,  aa  defined  by  the  law  of  nations,  as  well  as  of  the 
treatica  existing  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  aforesaid  Unit- 
ed States  of  Mexico : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Andrrw  Johnson,  President  of  the  United  States,  do

Preamble.  Whrreas,  by  proclamations  of  the  fifteenth  and  nineteenth  of  April,  eigh- 

teen hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  in  virtue  of 
Vol.  xU.  p.  1268.  the  power  vested  in  him  by  the  Constitation  and  the  Laws,  declared  that  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  were  opposed,  and  the  execution  thereof  obstructed, 
in  the  States  of  South  Carolina,  Greorgia,  Alabama,  Florida,  Mississippi,  Louia- 
iana,  and  Texas,  by  combinations  too  powerful  to  be  suppressed  by  the  ordi- 
nary course  of  judicial  proceedings,  or  oy  the  powers  vested  in  the  marshals  by 
law; 


And  wbereas,  hy  another  proclamation,  made  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  An-  Vol.  zii.  p.  1162. 
goat,  in  the  same  year,  in  pmnuance  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  thir-  ^®*^»  ®.^-  •»  J^J-

tali  suspension  to  continue  throughout  the  duration  of  the  rebellion,  or  until 
said  proclamation  should,  bv  a  sub^quent  one  to  be  issued  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  be  modified  or  revoked ; 

And  whereas  the  House  of  Representatives,  on  the  twenty-seccmd  day  of 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  adopted  a  resolution  in  the 
words  following,  namely :  — 

**  Resolved  by  the  Ilouse  of  Representatives  of  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  That  the  present  deplorable  civil  war  has  been  forced  upon  the  country 
b^  the  disunionists  of  the  southern  States,  now  in  revolt  against  the  Constitu- 
tional government,  and  in  arms  around  the  capital ;  that  in  this  national  emer- 
gency, Uongrress,  banishing  all  feelings  of  mere  passion  or  resentment,  will  re- 
collect only  its  duty  to  the  whole  country ;  that  this  war  is  not  waged  upon  our 
part  in  any  spirit  of  oppression  nor  for  any  purpose  of  conquest  or  subjugaUon, 
nor  purpose  of  overthrowing  or  interfering  with  the  rights  or  established  insti- 
tutions of  those  States,  but  to  defend  and  muntain  the  supremacy  of  the  Con- 
stitution, and  to  preserve  the  Union  with  all  the  dignity,  equality,  and  rights  of 
the  several  States  unimpaired ;  and  that  as  soon  as  these  objects  are  accom- 
plished the  war  ought  to  cease.** 

And  whereas,  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  on  the  twenty-fiflh  day  of 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  adopted  a  resolution  in  the 
words  following,  to  wit :  — 

**  Resoloed,  That  the  present  deplorable  civil  war  has  been  forced  upon  the 
country  by  the  disunionists  of  the  southern  States,  now  in  revolt  against  the 
Constitutional  government,  and  in  arms  around  the  capital ;  that  in  this  na- 
tional emei^encv.  Congress,  banishing  all  feeling  of  mere  passion  or  resentment, 
will  recollect  only  its  duty  to  the  whde  country ;  that  this  war  is  not  prosecuted 
upon  our  part  in  any  spirit  of  oppression,  nor  for  anjr  pur[X)sc  of  conquest  or 
subjugation,  nor  purpose  of  overthrowing  or  interfering  with  the  rights  or  es- 
tablished institutions  of  those  States,  but  to  defend  and  maintain  the  supremacy 
of  the  Constitution  and  all  laws  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  to  preserve  the 
Union  with  all  the  dignity,  equality,  and  nehts  of  the  several  States  unimpaired ; 
that  as  soon  as  these  objects  are  accomplished  the  war  ought  to  cease." 

And  whereas  these  resolutions,  though  not  joint  or  concurrent  in  form,  ar^ 
substantially  identical,  and  as  such  have  hitherto  been  and  yet  are  regardp'* 
bavins  expressed  the  sense  of  Congress  upon  the  subject  to  which  the^  r^* 

And  wnettiiis,  the  President  or  the  United  States  by  proclanip* 
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cnineentn  ot  june,  eisnteen  nunarea  ana  Bixtj-aTO,  aeciarea  tnat  toe  mtmee* 
tion  in  the  State  of  l^nneasee  had  been  suppreased,  and  that  the  authoritr  of 
the  United  States  therein  was  undisputed,  and  that  such  United  States  omcen 
as  had  been  duly  commissioned  were  in  the  undisturbed  exercise  of  their  offi- 
cial functions ; 

And  whereas,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  hy  further  proclamalaon  is- 
sued on  the  second  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  did 
promulgate  and  declare,  that  there  no  lon^r  existed  any  armed  resistance  of 
mismiided  citizens,  or  others,  to  the  authonty  of  the  United  States  in  any,  or 
in  ^1  the  States  before  mentioned,  excepting  only  the  State  of  Texas,  and  did 
further  promulgate  and  declare  that  the  laws  could  be  sustained  and  enforced 
in  the  several  States  before  mentioned,  except  Texas,  by  the  proper  civil  au- 
thorities, State,  or  Federal,  and  that  the  people  of  the  said  States,  except  Tex- 
as, are  well  and  loyally  disposed,  and  have  conformed  or  will  conform  m  their 
le^lation  to  the  condition  of  affairs  Rowing  out  of  the  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  prohibiting  slavery  within  the  limits  and  juris- 
diction of  the  United  States; 

And  did  further  declare  in  the  same  proclamation  that  it  is  the  manifest  de- 
termination of  the  American  people  that  no  State,  of  its  own  will,  has  a  right  or 
power  to  go  out  of  or  separate  itself  from,  or  be  separated  from  the  American 
Union ;  and  diat,  therefore,  each  State  ought  to  remain  and  constitute  an  inte- 
gral part  of  the  United  States ; 

And  did  further  declare  in  the  same  last-mentioned  proclamation,  that  the 
several  aforementioned  States,  excepting  Texas,  had,  in  the  manner  aforesaid, 
given  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  acquiesce  in  this  sovereign  and  important 
resolution  of  national  unity ; 

And  whereas,  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  the  same  proclamatioii 
did  further  declare  that  it  is  believed  to  be  a  fundamental  principle  of  govern- 
ment that  the  people  who  have  revolted,  and  who  have  been  overcome  and  sub- 
dued, must  either  be  dealt  with  so  as  to  induce  them  voluntarily  to  become 
friends,  or  else  they  must  be  held  by  absolute  military  power,  or  devastated,  so 
as  to  prevent  them  from  ever  again  doing  harm  as  enemies,  which  last-named 
policy  is  abhorrent  to  humanity  and  to  freedom ; 

And  whereas,  the  President  did  in  the  same  proclamation  further  declare, 
that  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  provides  for  constituent  communities 
only  as  States,  and  not  as  Territories,  dependencies,  provinces  or  protectorates ; 

And  further,  that  such  constituent  States  must  necessarily  bo,  and  by  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  are  made  equals,  and  placed  upon  a 
like  footing  as  to  political  rights,  immunities,  dignity  and  power  with  the  several 
States  with  which  they  are  united ; 

And  did  further  declare,  that  the  observance  of  political  equality  as  a  prin- 
ciple of  right  and  justice  is  well  calculated  to  encourage  the  people  of  the  before- 
named  States,  except  Texas,  to  be,  and  to  become  more  ana  more  constant  and 
persevering  in  their  renewed  allegiance ; 

And  whereas,  the  President  did  further  declare  that  standing  armies,  military 
occupation,  martial  law,  military  tribunals,  and  the  suspension  of  the  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  are,  in  time  of  peace,  dangerous  to  public  liberty,  incompatible 
with  the  individual  rights  of  the  citizen,  contrary  to  the  genius  and  spirit  of  our 
free  institutions,  and  exhaustive  of  the  national  resources,  and  ought  not,  there- 
fore, to  be  sanctioned,  or  allowed,  except  in  cases  of  actual  necessity,  for  repel- 
ling invasion  or  suppressing  insurrection  or  rebellion ; 

And  the  President  did  further  in  the  same  proclamation  declare  that  the 
policy  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  from  the  beginning  of  the  insur- 
rection to  its  overthrow  and  final  sunpression,  had  been  conducted  in  conformity 
with  the  principles  in  the  last-named  proclamation  recited ; 

And  whereas,  the  President  in  the  said  proclamation  of  the  thirteenth  of  June, 
one  thoxisand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five^  upon  the  grounds  therein  stated  and 
hereinbefore  recited,  did  then  and  thereby  proclaim  and  declare  that  the  insur- 
rection which  heretofore  existed  in  the  several  States  before  named,  except  in 
Texas,  was  at  an  end,  and  was  henceforth  to  be  so  regarded ; 

And  whereas,  subsequently  to  the  said  second  day  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  the  insurrection  in  the  State  of  Texas  has  been 
completely  and  everywhere  suppressed  and  ended,  and  the  authoritjr  of  the 
United  States  has  been  successfully  and  completely  established  in  the  said  State 
of  Texas,  and  now  remains  therein  unresisted  and  undisputed,  and  such  of  the 
proper  United  States  officers  as  have  been  duly  commissioned  within  the  limits 
of  tne  said  State,  are  now  in  the  undisturbed  exercise  of  their  official  functions ;

The  civil  war  that  so  recently  closed  among  us  has  not  been  anywhere  ^ 
reopened.  Foreign  intervention  has  ceased  to  excite  alarm  or  apprehension. 
Intrusive  pestilence  has  been  benignly  mitigated.  Domestic  tranquillity  has 
improved,  sentiments  of  conciliation  have  largely  prevailed,  and  anections  of 
loyalty  and  patriotism  have  been  widely  renewed.  Our  fields  have  yielded 
quite  abundantly.  Our  mining  industrv  has  been  richly  rewarded,  and  we 
have  been  allowed  to  extend  our  railroad  system  far  into  the  interior  recesses 
of  the  country,  while  our  commerce  has  resumed  its  customary  activity  in
